I have the honor to suhiiiil the annual analysis of the,piihlieations regi.s- 
tered during 1S88 under Act XX V of 1S07, pri'pared iii (jonroriliily with the 
instructions contained in the Resolution ol the Goverunn ut of India, dated 12th 
Sept(*ml)('r iSSi, No. J-t55. According to tho.s(‘ ni.strnetions, twenty-five 
septiriRc stateiuouls arc suhmitted in the pn'serihed form for eaeh language, 
and for each hi-liiigual or tri-lingual conihiuation, insti'ad of oiieeompreheiisive 
statement whieh aeeomiitinied the jivevious annual revii'ws. 

2. The total number of hooks, pamplih'ts, and lutriodictils registi'red during 
the year was -81 8, against 781 of the previous year, as shown below : —

3. The subioined abstract shows a further division of the works distributed 
by languages, Oriental and European, under the heads “Original Works,” 
“ Translations,” and “ Kepublications ” : — 



Tlu! innnlK'i- of original works oxcmls the corresponding number for 1882 
by 85, and this points to the gradual growth of literary and puhlishiiig activity 
iu tins presideuey in all the languages, and especially in the nunihor of works 
published in mor(^ than ono language. The numl)or of translations, on tluj 
other hand, shows a eonsiderablc decline, h(‘iiig .10 agaiust 00 of the previous 
year. The outturn of works of the last class is b(dter than in 1882, whicli was 
a remavkahly h;id y('ar. Th'- lU’Ogress is not'sl (‘sj)ceially in tlui number of 
reprints of odueational works .and vcl nines useful for pur] loses of reference, 
besides a hnv works of (dassieal or geiHM’.il inten'st. 

4. The subject-matter of the works falls this yeai- under 16 heads, includ- 
ing the addition of “ Art ” newly prescribed, and the more important of the 
publications in tin ••olleotion will bo briefly noticed iu the order of the subjects 
as enteri'd in tin' analysis. 

Art . — The works registered under this head an* hut four, and all an* in 
English. Two of these an? for the. use, of amateur gardmu'vs and on the best 
method of promoting the cultivation and growtli of foliage-]>l;uils, (;rot,ous, 
palms, and eyeads for ornamental garden purposi’s and house di'ciovatioes ; and 
another is a guide to the eoustnietion of eiiier,ators for the <“reniat,ion of stable 
refuse and dead bodies as il' * best method of disposing of sneh organie matter 
from a sanitary point view, Tlu* fourth woj-k, named “ Culinary Jottings,” 
is but' an improved edition of an old hook. 

lUoyntphy. — A well-tim<al publication iueluded iu this group is a brief 
sketch in Tamil of the great (Hennan edue itioiiist, Ered(*riek I’roelxd, and of 
liis idiv,-. of infant traiuinn’. which :ire now rajiidly spri'ading in IDugland and 
beginniiig to attract allentioii in India. The other wm'ks are either n'ligious 
or 1 . 3 geudary in kind. l)r<uiu is repr(*seut.ed by tweiily-niiie works, all iu the 
Tsuiian languages; and of these the Snu/volpa Sari/odayu iu Sanskrit, and.,i«rt- 
ddra I'iU'mim in Tamil, are, first ‘(litums of hithi'ilo unpublished texts iu which 
the human spul, the mind, and the disiiosit ions of man are personilied. They 
are, however, intended to teach iivo opposite systems of iliiidii philosophy, 
the Sanskrit work treating of tin* V'aislmava system that the divine s])ii-it and 
the human soul are distinct or diverse, while the I'aiuil w'ork is liascd on the 
Advaita theorv that tlu're exists no real diUVrence hidween the two. 

Fiction . — ^Tlic only nmv wairks of lietion are an adaptation in 1’amil of 
some ot tjlrimm’s Household Stories and Audei son's Eniry Tales, published by 
the School Book Society, and a Tamil version of the well-known Tales of a 
J*arrot in Bersiau and Hindustaui. The other works under this head arc chiefly 
reprints. 

Ristory . — The (*dueational histories this year are not more numerous than 
•usual, and the only ones worthy of mention are Mr. Sinclair’s Compcndiuiu 
of Indian History for the use of middle class schools and a Malayalam version 
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of the World's History, which earned the translation prize of the Maharajah 
of Trarancore. Two small publications relatini; to the traditional history of 
the Shanars of Tinnerelly, and a chronicle of the I^andyan race of kings also 
appear in this group, together with the Ancient History of India, Vol. I, Politi- 
cal, Social, and Religious. * 

Language.— AXtao<it all the publications registoi-ed under this head are 
educational works, which require no particular notice here. The lollo^fing, 
however, may be mentioned as new and useful publications : Smiles’ S(df- 
holp in Tamil ; a Sidect Collection of Moral Maxims and Prov(?rl)s in English, 
Ijatin, and Ei'cnch ; a Tamil- Latin Dictionary ; a Frencdi Grammar iivMalaya- 
lum for the use of the people in the French Selthmwnt at Main's ; a Grammar 
of the Modem Caiiarcso Language ; and a seri(!S c*f exercises in translation 
for primary and middle s<'hoo]s, with s(‘nfouc(‘s and ])assages of graduated 
difliculty for translation from English into Tamil and Irom Tamil into 
English. 

j^aw. — Thcr(i are no less than twenty-nine law books, tuid twenty of them 
are in Eng'iish, twoinTamil, tivein Telugii, and tuo in Maiayahim. The (*ollow- 
ing works need to he partieularly noticed ; Mr. ^Miteludl’s Jurispnuhmcc with 
reference to the Jjarv of India ; “Mr. Normandy’s Dictionary and Manual of 
Criminal Law ; ’* Mr Shaw's Compilation of the Larv and Hides laid down hy 
the English and Indian Courts relative to “ Negotiable lusirumeuts; ” and a 
Manual of “ JVlidabar Law ” hy a Sub-.fudge of Calicut. 

Jlediotiie. — Till* new works under t he head of Medicine are Dr. Sihthorpe’s 
Clinical Alamial ; a Cab'cliism on the Origin and Advantages of Vae<‘ination 
and on the I’reventiou of Small-pov, in Malayalam; Dr. Mills’ “ Plain Hints 
on Diseases of Cat.th' in India ; ” and a 'I’amil and a Malayalam work on horses, 
elephants, and horned cattle gi'iu'rally, tlu'ir hns’ds and qualities, t heir dis- 
eases and remedies. A standard Sanskrit, work on uu'dieine. entitled the 
“ Vaidya Chintamtuii ” a]»])ears in this group, vith a Telugu commentary 
puhlislii'd for tlu' first time 

MiscrUiitieotin com jiriso, besides twenty-six sidiool geographies In 

English and Wriiaeulars and liitv-lue numbers of literary magazines and reli- 
gious [lerlodieals, ten in number, an “ Pphenieris,” cleverly eoinjiressed into a 
single sh<‘ct for 120 yi'ars, from 17(>t to l-iSd, in Knglish, and a i-orrcsjionding 
one in Tamil; the “Cook’s Guide"’ in English and Tamil for the use of 
European families; a “.Manual of Drill” translated into Malayalam; a 
])aiuj)hl(d on “Indian Gold Mining Industry, its jireseut condition and future 
prospects;” and a controversial [)am|)ldet on “The ]\l:idras Ear and how to 
improve it ; ” and the other eont.iii.ing the so-ealhvl “Controversies” between 
Mr, Wallace, the <‘.x-Civilian, and the High Court. 

J^oetri /. — There has been tin* usual number of nqirints of olil Sanskrit and 
vernacular ])oems. Of these, “divaka Cliintamaiii ” is remarkahh* as hi'ing the 
first epic poi'iu ever writ t(‘u ill Tamil and as thii work o| a Jiyna poet. An 
expurgated edition of the second hook of “ IGimhan’s Eamayana ; ” Moral 
Poems for the use of native girls ; Niti N'enha, a book of etliieal verses ; and 
Jama-ul-asher, a ]K>etieal anthology in Hindustani, may he mentioned as 
specially designed for educational purposivs. 

roUfics . — Under this head appear four works this year, including a ri'pi’int 
of the “ Fifth Report of the Select Committee on the Affairs of the East India 
Company, ” in two volumes, a valnahlo work that has become rare for some 
years past. Two of the niwv pamphlets ridate to the rejiort of the Education 
Commission and the question of Slate education in India, whih' the third, 
entitled the Kudikdval system, points out the evils of the present practice of 
employing the Maiavars, or robbers hy profession, for watching the moveable 
property of the ryots in Tinne\olly. 
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JPMloiophy . — ^It is seldom that new philosophical works of modern coa- 
stmction appear in this part of the country. The two English works under 
this head arc — ‘‘A ITaud-hook of Logic, ” which makes no pretensions, but 
presents merely an epitome of Jovon’s elementary lessons in formal logic for 
the use of under- graduates; and an anon 3 'mous, but a more readable, hook 
entitled “A few Tlionglits on some of the Fallacies in Life, Social, Political, 
Legal, and Religious,” which undertakes to point out under thirteen topics 
what opinions and beliefs are erroneous. An essay on the “ Hhiory and 
Philosophy of tins Female Sex,” or tho gradual pi’ogress of women from their 
primitivo condition in savag(‘ life to their elevated state, in civilized society, is 
tlu; first effort of its kind »n Tamil, written in plain style like the other numbers 
of the series of tracds eoma'chal with the “ Ur.ilimo Samaj ” sect. 

Jteliffiou . — Thougli.tlicj works under this head an? fewer than usual, they 
still constitute nearly ll< per (jeni. of the, total publications for the year. Of 
these, 185 *retate to Tliitdnism, imduding v.'irious versions of the Puranas and 
other sae-red poems, &e., whieh eominand a more extensive sale than any other 
class df w'ork.s ; thirty .ar<' MuJidnimadan ; and 110, inelnding seveird small in- 
expensive tx’a<!ts, aiHi Chnsddii in kind. In English there ap])ears in this group 
a translation from the original Danish of six knitures hy Professor Wilson, 
intended to throw light on so'oo parts of “The great pieturt; of tlu^ life of three 
wills in man, corresjioudiitg to body, soul, and spirit, »/»., the sensuous will, 
the will of reason, and the will of sjiirit,” and to induce every jxrrson to make 
clear to himself hy investigation thi' conditions of a powerful will. Among 
the works puhlished hy thi! Erahmans is the “ Vedants Sangraha,” w'ith 
commentary, hifl' 'rto unpnhlislicd, on the I’cligious philoso])hy explained bj' 
Ramanuja Chary. i as ojiposed to the Advaita theoiy of the huuian soul btdng 
the sami^ as tin- divine spirit. Another traitt never published before, and 
entitled “ Tat\a. Muelav.ali,” or th<‘, “ String of Truth Pearls,” aftpears in’ the 
Devanageri eharaetisr on the Dwaita philosophy of the IMadhava Pr.alimrms, 
being aninvestig.M.ion aeiiording to native logic as to the. nature of the Jivaim.a, 
or the human soul, as disiinguished from the Faramatnia, or the Divine es.«enee. 
Among the orii'inal Jlied jiroduetions, t lie most not .able are the si'ven pam- 
phlets ill Sanskrit, Tamil, .sud Euglish for and against the re-marri.'ige of Ilitidu 
widows ; and t.hi'Tc i^ also a learnod tract in Sanskrit jnose on the exfiiatory 
ceremonies preseribtal for i.hose Brahmans who havi' travelled hy sJiips to 
foreign lands, whieh has greatly exercised the minds of the Brahman (!om- 
munity, cspeei.ally in Mysore, and drawn into notice the pa.rticular person for 
wdioiu the (V'reiiionies were pre, scribed on his return from England. In Sciemu^ 
(mathimiatieal) lliere are the usual works on Arithmetic and Algidira, besides 
a “ Ready Ri'ekoiier of h''ees t > the Madras Court of Small Causes,” and a 
“Ready Calculator of liitere,st ’ 

Natural and oihrr S-tnicr.s — Of the thirty works regisleri'd under this 
head, several are but short manuals on physios, plij'siology, and elu'inistiy, based 
on eminent Euroyieau authorities ontlu'se, subjects. Old tre.iti.ses on the Ifindu 
system of astronomy, astrology, irihiiistry, and divination a]»pear as usual, with 
oi‘ without verraienlar eommeutaiy. A new hook on Natural History in 
Telngu, with colored illustrations, eoiupiled for the use of young readers, may 
be mentioned as a useful work and the first of its kind in the Teiugu language. 

Traveh and Voyayes . — The ivorks ri'ceived ou this suhjeid are very few. 
Dr. Sliortt’s notes ou the Nallainalai Hills of Jvurnool, the higher ranges of 
Travaucore, the hill ranges of Coimbatore, tho forests of Wynaad, and another 
range of hills in Cochin, with details of excursions, are well known. A “ Little 
Sketch Book,” which carries some interest with it as the production of a 
Muhammadan gentleman and a member of the legal profession, contains, 
besides other matter, the nates of his voyage from Calcutta to England. The 
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♦ other hook in this group is in Canarese on the wanderings of Yanumd filiily, a 
Hindu widow, and her sorrows. 

5. Again, of the total number of publications registered, 210 or 20 per 
cent, are works intended for educational purposes, while the remaining 608 or 
74 per cent, arc non-educational works belonging to the class of general 
literature, chiefly in the languages of this country. 

6. BUUngnals, Tri-ling uals, — Again, the number of works publisficd 
in niorc than one language is forty-six, and in tliroo languages two, while two 
more are polyglot works. 

7. There has again been an iucroasci in the number of copyrights* volun- 

tarily registered during 188.1, 109 Avorks having b(ion tbitered by tlieir proprie- 
tors against 93 of tin; year preceding, It may not be out of place to mention 
•here that there have be(*n some (tases of infringemenl of copyviglit of lato, 
owing to tlio d(ifectivc state of the e,opyright law of 1817 : and it does not seem 
practica])le to apply a remedy without an aiiKniding Act and an international 
copyriglit law between Brilish India and the Native States, ^ 

8. I have only to add, in conclusion, that the work of registration shows 
a steady advance on the previous year, and that, so fai-as I am aware, no work 
of a seditious or unw'holcsoriK! tendency lias come to uolic- in tlie current 
literature of the period imder review, such as tx) necessitate a jirosi'cutiou under 
the law. 


A glance at the totals given in tlie. annexed statement, taken from the 
official ri’])orts, will show that the number of publications during the nine years 
ending lb8l-t<2, has steadily incrensod, though somewhat more slowly than 
might have been (ixpceted, considiTing the great axlvancc which has unques- 
liouahly taken place in the sairu, period in the number of persons able to read 
or under iuslruclioii. in oitc year only (1877-78) was the total of publications 
l(‘ss thau in 1873-74, and evi'n in this yisir the imiuhcr of English publications 
was greater. The low (Igurcs fur 1877-78 may doubtless be attriliuted to the 
generally dejiressiug ellVcts of the great famine. It is further observed that, 
while the average number of all piililieations during the above nine years was 
772, the numhi'i' for 1883 was 818, and Unit w'hilo the average uuuiher of 
works printed during llie former [leriod under the heads of Original Works, 
Tiiinslatious, and Ite|)ul)lieatioiis was 160, hl'O, and o.'iO-.o, ri'spcelively, that for 
1883 was 22~), .‘>7, and o.'it!, as sliown below : — 
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2' This indicates that the number of works under the first head for 1888 
was mucii in advance of the average, while in that under the last the difference 
is inappr(!ciablc. As regards the diminished number of the remaining elasa 
(Translations), it must be remembered that a book requires translation but 
once* any furiber demand being supijlied by m(>re reprints. Seeing that there 
wa^s considerable activity in this direction during the preceding five years, the 
number of versions b<'iug always greater than that for 1883 and sometimes 
double and treble the number, the lull for the year under report is not 
surprising. 

3. "It is also observed that more than 01 per cent, of all the publications 
were religious, while' .bout 20 percent, were educntional. The edueational 
works, Ihoiigli re|)resente(l by about 20 ])pr cent., have the A\idost circuhttion, 
most of tlK'in being counted by ili(> thousand, and in one ease (First Tamil 
]?ead('r, Aladras (loAcnnuent Serb's) even by a bundred thousand. In this 
eonnection it must. be. borne in mind that tlx' demand for books, as shown by 
the number of publications, eliiedy indicates the inlensity of tlu; desire for 
various kinds of reading; the ititensily of d('sire for n'ading existing works can 
ojily b(' in-opcrly gaug«'d when the number of eopies of ix'puhlieations printed 
is aseertiiined, Jis well as the number of republieat ions. In many eases there 
is vMsoii to think the fresh . .-ions are very mueh laigcr than the older editions. 
In the ix'xt report the U('git.inir will gue any information that mav be aviiU 
able on this (pK'si ion. 

4. As irgards tlie pul.lieations under the beads of Drama, Ei.ies Fiction 
Language, Law nul M('di<‘itie, in LngILh, Sanskrit, and the vi'rnaeula’rs of the’ 
country, hut e. -fiy in the !aM, there was ten years ago very nearly the same 
activity as non, judged b> llw mm.l.er of jniblieations. Jiu't the ease is far 
diflVrent as r. •.■uids language and mise(‘lla neons vuirks. Tlie increase mulcr tin- 
latter head is no doubt (hie to the inereasin- intelligenee of the ])eo])lo and the 
interest displaud by tlnan in the more imjiorfanl <|iiestions of the day, which 
do not iall strictly under either ri'licion or polities. Jbit as regards the former 
ami as regards seienee also, the me, ease is probably in a great nn-asiire due to 
(bo iiier('.as(' under selio..' .looss, due m.t only to advance in the mimber of 
cl, ildrcn under instreolion hut also to the substitution of seliool books pub- 
lisbed lu the jn'esideiiey lor books imi.ort('d IVom Jbn-ope. Tbe old FneiisI, 
Readers, all of wlneli were pnblisbe.l in tireat Ibitain, exoej.t fl,,.

tions and m'^vers. Tl„' tendency of tliese is to counteract the good that would 
otherwise Jollovv from the use of the improved text-books.

Tims while Western knowledge and thought have been brought more within 
the reach of tho masses, the vernaculars arc at the same time being enriched. 
The translations from the Sanskrit in particular liave, it is believed, done much 
to extend the vocabulary and give ease of expression to all the vernaculars. 

6. Works on biography, though singularly rare in the vernacular, show for 

1883 a considerable advance on tlic average. Tho Registrar draws attention to 
the issue of a brief sketch of Froebel’s life in Tamil. Tho i)ublicaiion of such a 
work in a vernacular is signilicant of a change in puhlit^ feeling as regards the 
present system of eleTn<*,utary education in vernacular schools. This branch of 
literature, in wliich hitherto so little has been done, is capabl(; of givai exten- 
sion to the great advantage of tho pul)b*c. If the subjects chosen are person- 
ages known to and hononxl by the reading classes, the demand for such works 
should be considt'rable. • 

7. Wliilc the study of classical and A'(‘rnacular stendju-d works of Jitcrat jirc 
remains apparcmtly the .same now as it was soim^ ten years ago, tluTc fi|)pcars 
to be, among the educated Hindus, agrowing tendency to examine, discuss, and 
sellle questions of Indian ])bilosopliy, religion, and tradition. That tin' activity 
iu this direction is slowly but surely adv.aneing is manilest Irom some ot the 
publications named in the analysis, ric., “ Snnkulpa Snv\('dya, ’ “ Av.adara 
Vilasam,” “History and I’hilosopby of the F<Mnal«' S('x,“ 'I'atva Miietavali.” 
painpbb'ts for and against tin* rc-marriageof Hijidu Widows anti on “ l')\pi.atory 
Ceremonies for Jtrabmans who have trav<‘ll<‘d by Sea to Forcagn Lands” 

8. The growing inten'st iu the education of wonc'U is evidenced by the 
issue of an edition of Moral Votans for the use of nativ<‘ yiils, also by tlui work 
on tbe.»History (»f the. Female Sex, whieli is, as remarked by the Jl(\gistrar, 
“tho first eti'ovt of its kind in 'I'amil.” 

t>. The rejiort of the Kt!<ristrar of Hooks shows a sti'ady advance in the 
numix'r of books [iviblislnal, and .so far, it is noti'd, as that olTiei'r is aivare, no 
w’ork of a seditious or unwholesome tendency was issued from the Press during 
1883 - 31 .

of India, <’oj)y of a report hy tin* Jteportor on the Native J'rcss and llegistrar 
(»f Nativ(! Pulilu'utions, Jlomhay, containing a hrief review and analysis of pub- 
lications registered in the qnartm-ly official catalogues for the year 1883, toge- 
ther with its accom))auiment, prepared in accordance wdth the orders contained 
in the Resolutions of the (lovernment of India, No. 10-707, dated 2Gth April 
1870, and No. 1-450, dated 12th September 1882. 

From IIaoJI PitivANitio Pavoi lisq., Acting Registrar of Native Publications, to J. Mon- 
TEATiJ, Fsq , t’.S., Ihidcr-Secridary to Government, General Department, Bombay, — 
No. ■491, dated 23rd August 1884. 

In conformity with the instructions contained in the Resolutions of the 
Government of India, No. 10-707, dated the 26th April 1875, and No. 1-456, 
date>d the 12th Sepf ember 1882, I have the honor to submit a brief review and 
analysis of the jmhlications registered in the quarterly catalogues for the year 
ending Slst December 1883. • * 

2. In their Resolution No. 1-456, dated 12th September 1882, the Govern- 
ment of India directed certain changes in the form of the quarterly catalogues 
of hooks registered under Acd. XXV of 1867. The instructions have been duly 
attended to in framing the catalogues for the year 1863. 

3. The total number of works catalogued during the year under report 
was 1,434, showing an excess of 253 publications over the number registered in 
the previous year, and this testifies to the progn ssive development of literary 
activity in this Tresideney. These 1 ,43 1 works may be first divided as follows : —

4* Separate statements in the form giren in paragraph 2 of the &(a90luthm' 
of the Goveniment of India No. 1>456 of 12th September 1882, prepared for 
each language and for each bi-lingual, tri-lingual, and quadri'lingual comtana* 
tion, together with a copy of the four quarterly catalogues for tl»e year 1888, 
ace attached to the report. These statements are 48 in number, and are supple-' 
inented,.by three goncraJ statements — (Ij giving the total number of books, 
12) showing f/ie total number of periodicals, and (3) giving the total of books 


and periodicals. 

6. Among the English publications there are several numbers of different 
journals of antiquarian, literary, and sectarian interest ; some volumes useful for 
purposes of reference, such as cahmlations useful to people of business ; and a 
few works of a literary character and of general interest. Among those' coming 
undec tlie last head the following works may be more particuLariy noticed. The 
single Latin work is a musical composition. 


English Books. 


G. Arts . — “ The Telegraphic Gixfde or Self- Instructor,” by Sorabji Edalji, 
Head Telegraph Inspector, B. B. & C. I. Bailway, is an elementary work on 
a portion of practical telegraphy relating chioUy to the working and manage- 
ment of the different classes of instruemciits ai\d batteries used for the Indian / 
railway telegraph^ The work seems calculated to render good help to signallei’s 
employed in the llailway Telegraph Department. 

7. Biography , — “ A Memoir of Sir Salar Jung, G.C.S.I.,’* by Syed Uossain 
Bilgrami, B.A., an officer of the Nizam’s Civil Service, is a short biography of 
a personage who has been acknowledged l)y natives as well as Europeans as the 
foremost statesman and diplomatist that India has produced since tlie British 
conquest, and who successfully administered the Nizam’s dominions for nearly 
thirty years. The great jiopulaiily of the late divan with every class of the 
natives, and the high respcxit commanded by him among Englishmen and Anglo- 
Indians, are sure to popularise this short l)ut wtdl- written biogra[diy among the 
educated classes in India and England. The work must prove very valuable to 
administrators of Native States as a narrative of the hard struggle of a reformer 
with the (lcep-rooti!d prejudices and lalse notions of vested riglits of the people 
to be dealt with. 

8. Drama . — “ Savitri ; an Indian Dramatic Idyl, in two Acts,” is a drama 
adapting for the stage the beautiful legend well known to Europctin Orientalists 
under the name of “ Savitri AKhyan ” or the story of Savitri, a young beautiful 
and sagacious princess and a most devoted and dutiful wife I’he great fame 
and immortality of this legend, as embodying an exquisite conceixtion of w'omanly 
virtue and conjugal duties from an Indian point of view, liave led to the trans- 
lation of the story into several Euro|M!au .and Asiatic languages. The original 
of the drama under notice is in Italian executed by Count Angel do Gubernatis. 
The latter work was first published at Borne in 1877, and soon passed through 
a second edition. The translation of the Italian work has been made by 
J. Gerson cla Cunlia. 

9. Medicine . — “The Vegetable Materia Medica of Western India, by 
W. Dymock, Surgeon-Major of the Bombay Army, to be completed in five parfs” 

(all of which liave been issued), aims at supplying a more exact description of 
Indian drugs tl|au is said to bo found in any work bith^to published. “ The 
principal objects kept in view by the author have been — (1) to give a short 
summary, when possible, of the history and uses of each drug ; (2) to describe 
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to; (8) to diAvr Ap A ooildAtwed aomnt what hm already been jpnUittl^da 
ooAoaming the oheniioal oomposition of the different drugn.” The work eaght 
to proye very useful to Indian and European students of medicine. 

10. WMellnneom. — " The Genealogy of the Family of the Empress of India,” 
by George Atkinson, Serjeant>at<Law, is an erudite dissertation showing tlmt 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria derives her descent from Noah.— “ Some AeecfUnt 
of the Bunjairah Class,” by N. R. Oumberlege, District Superintendent of Police, 
Basim (Berar), is an interesting account of tlie gipsy tribe known as Bunjaris, 
or the professional grain-carriers of India. The Biiitjarrah class lins for years been 
notorious as kidnappem, cuftle-Jifters, and cleror and hold dacoiis. The work 
under notice give's some aoeouJit of the nnniiei’s, customs, dross, traditions, 
sup<'i’8titious, anderiuiinal propensities of tIi(*BunjaiTafis» and must prove useful 
to the public, a7id pfirlienlarly to |K>Iiee ollieers.— “Suburban Villas, Itlarket 
Gardens, and Residential Firms in Kdlhiawar,” is tin* production of Major JI. 


L. Nutt, Assistant Political it gent iu ivathiawdr, who lias l«*cn ('vincing gi'(*at 
interest in tin' encouiagemcut of systematic cult iv'fit ion of tlio sod am? the 
advancement of agriculture. The nnler outorlains the li\cd idea that groat 
henctit is “ likely to aciTuo to all ix'rsoiudly intensted in the cultivation of tlie 
land, it the laud itself is resided ui)on by those cultivating it,” aiid this work lias 
been imhlished with till' view of can _^ing out this idea. Die book proposi's a 
system of suburban villas, fruit or vegetable g-irdeiis, and lesidential farms 
in the neiglihourhood ol large tonus in Kathi.iwar, and, alter ])oiuting out the 
several advantages di'rivable therefroiu, exhorts the Native Chiefs and wealthy 
geutleuieu of the piovinee to carry out the directions given m the hook, which 
supplies di'tailed di'sigtis, jilans and estimati's. — “Tlu' Proposed Political, Legal 
and Social Ri'furins in the Ottoman Umpire and otiu'r Maliomedan States,” by 
Moulavi Clieragli Ali, of II. II. the Ni/am’s Civil Service, tries to sliow that 
Mahomedanisin as cxjiounded in the Koiiin is capable ol adapting itsidf to the 
political and social lefonns going on aiouiid it It is a leply to llio article 
headed “Are reforms possible under Maliomod.iu rule?” winch a))p(‘arcd 
in the Coi/icuiporarff lieon'w of August ISSl fioin the jk'ii of tlu* lli'veieud 
Mr. Maleolm MacColl, who maintaini'd that Islam was iiiea]).i})Je of political, 
legal, and social rclorm. The jnesmit vvoik is well written, and contains nume- 
rous quotations fi-om the ICoiau upholding Hk* sevi>ral arguments advanced in 
support of tlie views advocated by the autlior. — “Th(‘ Devi'lopini'iil of the 
Mineral Resouires ol liidri,” by A. N. Peaison, contains four leeluri's delivered 
in or about Apiil, lb8.‘5, at the S.issoon AleeliamcC Institute, llombay, giving a 
brief popular di'seription ol souu' ol the mineral pioduelions of Indi 4 , such as 
coal, pivit, jietrolenm, iron, eoiiper, precious metals, pri'cious stones, stones, 
clays, cements, alum, •.odium, e.irbonate, boiMX, Ac , ami of the mining opera- 
tions in regard to gold, eo.il, &e. — “ llegener.ition of India,” hj Gojiiiiiith 
Sadiisliiv Hale, contains the views of .in iiitelligiMit native on tlv* means for 
effecting the social, religious, and jiolitieal relormaiion of Ins own eeuutvymen. 
The writer advocates the di'vid ipinent ot a '•j stem of irationnl education, and 
attacks iriml 11 idolatry and the customs of child-man lagi's ami si'cliision of 
females with very great earnestness, — “Tlie Catholic Soldier’s Guide during 
his stay in India,” by Father George Wenniger, S..T., givi's some sound 
advice to young European soldiers of tlu' Roman O.illiolie persuasion on reli- 
gious, moral, and social matters. The work is written in an easy and attractive 
style. 

11. Philoiopliy. — “A IVeatisc on the Art of being ll.appy,” by llari 
Ndrdyan Somne, contains the condensed views on moml philosophy of Butler, 
Dr. Chalmers, Ahercromhie, Paley, Combo, Bain, &c., intermixed in some places 
with the author’s observations. 
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Ekglisr Pebiodicai-s. 

12. “ Tho Indian Antiquary ” continw'S to be full of curious Oriental 
erudition and to (jmbody the results of much learned research, keeping up its 
high citaracter as jm antiquarian jourual. — “Tho Quarterly Journal of the 
Poona Sarvajauik Suhha” contiiius, in addition to the proceedings of the Sabha, 
or association, “ an iudej)cndent section ’’for the discussion of political and other 
important quo'itions of the day. Articles on tho following subjects appeared 
under th(j latl(*r head: — Forest Oons(Tvancy in tlu' Bombay Presidency; 
A Vindication of the Klioti Settlement of IH&O; Local Seif- government in 
England and India; TJie Agitation in regard to the Native Magistrates* 
Jurisdiction Bill; Jlcaltli and Sanitation of Poona and the New Erainagfj 
Scheme; Indian Financial Statement for 1SH3-S4; Prussian Ia'iiuI Legislation 
and the Bemral Tenancy Bill ; Ijocal 8<*1 f-go\ eminent in thi‘ Bombay Presidency. 
The journal is conducUid and edited by native geutlomen, pnd contains 
SOUK' extremely well-written articles. IModeration and jn'ispicuity geiu'rally 
charActcu’iAc the views expressed in this journal, and tlip articles on local self- 
govi'rnimmt are esjiecially valuable and interesting. Luring the year under 
i*i‘vicvv only on(‘ nuinbi'r of the “ Theosophist” was received on account of the 
printing and publication of tin* journal having been transferred to the Madras 
Prosul(>ii<*y. It is a monthly journal diwoted to Oriental jiliilosophy, art, litera- 
ture and oeeiiltisin, embraeing mesmerism, spiritualismand otlier secret science's, 
and is still imblislied, and eoiitinues to be popular with a large jiortiou ol young 
educated natives. “ The Orient”, an Anglo- Indiau monthly magazine of lit<*ra- 
ture, seii'uee, ami art, still fully maintains its high charaeter as an instructive 
and entertaining |imrnal. Tin* periodieal entitled “TliePunins” continues to 
furnish, in rnoulhly instalmouls, summaries in English of the Hindu inytliolo- 
gienl works called “ The Purans ’* apparently for the benefit of those uho are 
unable or have no inclination to read the originals in Sanskrit or their transla- 
tions into tho vernaculars. 

OiaCNTAL PlIBLlCAI’lONS: 11LM.AUKS, 

18. I now j'voeeed le notice the j)uhlie:itions in Oriental languages regis- 
tered (luring the year under review. They are written, as usual, in one, tw'o, or 
more languages. This Pn sideney h.as four jiviiieipal vernaculars — Marathi, 
Oujaraii, K.anarese, and Seindi. Hindustani is also 1 lie vernacular of a consi- 
dertible portion of the jiopulatiou. It has t wo forms or dialects which arc re- 
vpeei.'vciy kuovv^n as Jliuili and Urdu. The population being eonqiOHcd of 
dillerent races probssing dillerent religions, there are sever.il sacred and classi- 
cal languages, such as Sansk'if, Mi'igadhi, Arabic, Persian, Zend, and Pehlwi. 
la all thesi* dead languages h > d<s are issued every year. 

14. The orders of the (lo eriimeiiL of India, referred to in the 1st pini- 
grajih of this report, recpiire tb.at the ]ml)licai ions catalogued during the year 
under rejiort should he div'ided in accordance with luxiv /uudamental dieMona — 
firstli/, as originals, translations, and republiea lions ; serondlj/, according to tho 
object witli which they are wiitten, — that Ls, educational or iiou-educational ; 
thh-dh/, according to tho languages in which tliey are written; and hist ly, 
according to their subject-matter, as arts, liiograjdiios, dramas, &ij. Luring tlio 
yi'ar tliere were altogether 1,808 jiuhlieatioiis ; of tlmse, 818— that is, about 
G2‘31) per cent. —are oiiginal; 172, or 33 21 per cent., are translations; 318, or 
24' to per cent., are republiea lions. Again, out of the total of 1,303, 207. or 
15'89 per cent., are edueational works, whilo the reinaiidng 1,096, or Si'll per 
cent., are nou-edueational. Again, classified according to tho languages, the 
number of books published in more tlinn one language is 205, or 15'73 percent, 
of the total number of publications in Oriental languages. Turning to the 



|>u.blication8 in one langu^S^* was formerly notioeablo that Mni^dthi wofks oon< 

stitutod the great majority of such publications. liuttorly, however, Gujardti 
ipublicatioiis have sometimes approached very close in numb<*r to those in 
Mordthi and have sometimes slightly exceeded the latter. This year th(j num- 
ber of Mardthi publications cxcc'ods the Gujardti by 10 only. The Mardthi 
books are 411, or 31’54 per cent, of the total number of Oriental ptjblieations. 
Next come the Gujardti ])ublieations, which count 401, or 30- 7H pereent. of the 
total. Thus the two prin(*ij)al V('rnaeularH of the Presidency absorb bet neon 
* themselves more than half (nearly OaJ |)er cent.) of tin* grand total ol Oriental 
publieations. TJiat tin* classes speaking the remainiTigvenineularsare »till very 
backward in education and in literary activity is a fact wliieli comes proiuinciitly 
forward year after year in thes<> animal reports, ever since Governini'iit ordered 
them to be prepared. Eighty-three books ba\o Ixs'ti piiWislud in Urdu this year, 
33 of wbieb are republieatioiis. Jiooking at the IJidu pulilieations for tin* last ten 
yeais, there has been a gradual iiieieasi* in their number every year, iiarlicularly 
duiing the last three years, Tliib may not unreasonably be* attributed to a grow- 
ing desire among the Mahomed in ))opiil.ati(>n of this Presidency to show litfrary 
activity and to shine in the spliero ol education. This year only 2(5 books have 
been publisln'd in Siruli, lo of wlii’h arc lalueationiil winks Four books only 
have been jirinted in Kdiiarese, of vvbieli two aie eiliiealional works. The lliiuli 
publications count 31, of w liieli 11 are reprints There is one work iti Br>i 
arid 2 in Marwddi. The piopmtion which tin* publications fi[>))eaiiug in the 
classical Linguages ben to tlie gi.uid total is very small, being 10 21 p(>r eeut . 
Of the 133 el.issii'al works, 91, or ueaily 7 pt r cent , aie pnrc'l^ Sauskiit, 22 
Persian, 13 Vrabie, and Ziaul and V/igidhi hive 1 each.

17. Jiioiiraiiliif . — Geneiallv verv lew works aie registered ev cry year under 
this head. A taste lor such litentnre is, however, lieing giadnallv developed. Ibis 
year there were several biogi'nihie il works. Two edilnms ol^Bli ikt,a Wij.iva, or 
the triumph ol devotees, by ]\J iliipiti, hive ippeared thej eonl.un i eoll(*elioii of 
legendary biographies of several ALaiatba poets, saints, (S:e*, such as Diivaneshvvav, 
Tukiiidm, Namdewa, and others Tlie accounts aie (ullot tliemirai iilous. The 
work is written in the Owi metie and alter the stjle ol the old Pma'nv-. Three 
works are translations of slioil biogiajihies ot couspieiious Furofiean celcbiities — 
(1) the well-vvritteu Lile of Soerites his been translaled from llollin ; the work 
has been published hy the Mdueatnmal Dojiart inert and has nnilei gone several 
editions; (2) a briet biography of Sliakospeare, the gre u English dramatisl , and 
(.$) a small biography of the well-known Italian jiat riot, («ener,il (Jarlbalili. “The 
Life and Poems of Ekamith, the great saint, poet and jdnlosopher ol Pai(liHn,”is 
ou tlio whole a well-written w'ork, and was apjiroved of and aw aided a prue by • 
the Uaksliiuu Prize Conimittoe. Ekandth was a well-known saint, poet, and 
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pliilosriplipr of Mulidn^slitra. He whs Heshastlio Bcabiuau and li\©d at Paithaii 
about three hundred years ago. li(5 was a great sAdlui, or saint, and was cele- 
bra<.cd for his great piety and devotion, lie is belic'ved to have perform^ 
many niiraelos. I'ln? orthodox account of the life of the poet is to be found in 
tiie xv'ovk “ Bhakta Wijiiya” above alluded to, from which a large portion of 
the suhieet-njaticr of th<‘ present work has hocu taken. “ Bauddha Bharmtlchd 
San'stlaipak Sakhya Muni C.autam hyachen eharitra, or the biography of 
ftakhva Muni Gautam, the founder of the Buddhist religion,” is a short biogra- 


phy of the u ell-known Indian refomuT hy a Iliudn writer who seems to en- 
terlain tSouie admiration for the grc'at philosopher. The hook could have been 
made more cnt(!rtainirxg and instructive hy the author giving the })rinciples of 
Buddhism and alluding to llui several forms assumed hy it in later days. 
'I'liere is ami)h‘ material within easy voaeh, and th(‘ task could ho easily per- 
formed. At it is, th(‘ short hiogra])hy a])pears dry and fails to do justice to the 
•'reatiiess and importaiiee of tin* suhjc'ct. 

” IS. -There are 25 works registered under this head against 19 

during the year 1H82, of vvliieh 9 are numbers of the monthly journal ('iititled 
“Katya Kathannnva, or a Collection of Dramas and Novels,” containing 
Maratlii oriainal dramas as w(>ll as adaptations of Sanskrit and linglisli dramas 
•lud novels. Among <>lher je.t ees tlic periodical eontains.au ineoin])lete dramatic 
nie**e on the opnosition raised h> the Em-ojieans to the Natives Magistrates’ 
•lurisdietion Hill wnllmi in soim'what quest ioiiahle taste. The, hmden of three 
of Ihe dramas is hoiTowi'd from the Mahahharal Ihiiiiu, tin* h'gemlary stories 
of tA>o of these works hearing an instruelive moral. “ Maniharana K’atak, 
or the Drama <)■ wivsting tiu' Precious Stone,” records the legend that at the 
i-lose of the great hatlhi hi'twemi the Ivaurawa and tin' JVmdawa princes, 
A'-hwatthama, who belonged to tin' parly of the former, made a night attack 
on the camp of the Paudawas, and killed tin'ir tivi' sons :md some otin'r princes, 
lie A\as pursin'd hy Arjun, one of the live IViinlawa l|^'olln'rs, who (h'hated him 
and wrested from him the fahulous ji'wel In' earrii'd in his head, and scut him 
away e,o VI' red with ignominy. “Part ha Carw'apar'har, or Humiliation of 
Piirlha,” drama;ises the s! >iy that Partha or Arjun fell elated at. tin; defeat of 
the Ivaurawa princes, and attrilmted the victory to his own valour and prowess. 
The ■'•od Krishna cured him of the umh'Si'rved boast hy making him confess 
his inability to achieve even a eonqiaralively tritling act. Of late the per- 
formance of opi'ras on the Marathi stage has heitonie tin' lavouriti', amusement 
of llio hctler (das- of tin' lovi'rs of tlieatrieah jierformaiuu's, and sovenil operas 
have been written in Marathi having for thi'ir burden certain well-knowm 


Icc'cnds This year then' <*re M'ven produelioiis of this kind. “ Sangita 
Slnikiintala Natak or the Opi a, of Hliakiintala,'* till' original of which is well 
hiiow n to European sediolars ui der the name of “ Sliakimtala, or 'I'lio JiOst King,” 
and the “Sangita Sauhliadra Katak, or the Musiea,! Drama of Princess 
Suhhadra,” 'deserihiiig the jiojnilar story of the <do])('ment and marriage of 
Suhhadra, the sister of the god Krishna, Avitli Arjun, oin' of Ilio IMndawa 
winces, ari' creditable ])roduetions. As remarki'd in last yi'ar’s report, these 
uieees have had mueh to do with the improvement of the taste of the native 
theatre-going ]tuhlic. The other musical dramas ari' also liasi'd on h'gendary 
talch hovrovvn'd from the Punins. It is vi'ry satisfae-tory that attempts are 
helu?’ made hy educated Maratlnis to enrich the Milnitliiliteraturc hy translations 
anil "adaptations from Shakes])ear('’s works. Such atti'mpls di'serve oncourago- 
mont in so far as they serve to give to the non -English-knowing people an idea 
of the skilful manner in whiidi the celebrated English poet handled the art of 
dramatising, and to impart some knowledge of the proper sphere of that art. 
In these days original dramas, worth the name, are exceedingly rare. Those 
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that are imijelled with a desire to immortalise their names as the deTS»tees of 
the dramatic art would do well to direct themselves to translations and adap- 
tations from reputed authors, instead of wasting their energies in miserable 
attempts at original production >vhich are mere satires on that noble art. 
During the year und(sr review there wem two versions of “ Hamlet,” one of 
« Julius Cmsar,” and on(5 of “ Pericles, the Prince of Tyre.” Of the two ver- 
sions of ” Hamlet one is an adaptation, wliile the other is a literal translation. 
Both arc fair productions, hut tho latter excels the former in precision of 
expression, lu both of them one misses the grand efleet produced'by the im- 
portant passages and scones in the original, but for this perhaps tho difficulty — 
nay, imimssibility — of translating exactly the idioms. of one. language into 
anotlier is mainly responsilile. Tlve adaptation of “Pericles” is a tolerable 
production, while the, translation of “.Julius Cassar”. is a miserable piece of 
composition. “ Waidiki llinsa dbarma tatwa jirahasaua, or a farce of the 
pnicopts said to he given in the Vedas sanctioning the killing of animals,” 
is a satire upon Wamamnrgis or Shaktiis, Lo., worshippers of the goddess 
Pilrwati, who eat fl<‘sh and drink spirituous licpiors on the assuniptioil that 
the Vedas sanction these practices. Tin* noik is not an original production, 
hut is an adaptation of a work in Hindi which appoan'd some time ago. 
“ Striwidvawaichitrya darshana jmiliasana, or a farce oxibitiug the strange 
results of femah' education,” is a far-fctcdicd caricature of tho educated young 
inmi and wcumm of .Maharashtra. The work is evidently the production of an 
orthodov Hindu who dislikes IViuah; education. 

H). Fialion — Sev’cut('-oa works liave app('ared under this head during the 
yiiar uudc,r review against. IS) during 1SS2, consisting mostly of ordinary tales 
or small stoih's for juvenile laaidcrs. The three following works, however, 
deserve uolic.(!. Tlu' ti'anslatioii of a portion of the Arabian Nights’ Eutertain- 
mc'uts into Maviitlii was publislu'd sonui years ago by an eli'gant ManUtii writer, 
ami command«>d a good sale. For som(‘ reason or otiicr tin; work of completing 
this valuabk' collection of the 1004 attractive EastiTu tales was suspended for 
a long time, and the first translator died without completing the Avork. It 
has now Ixam taken up hy another person, and the sixth voluuie of tlie series 
has apjx'avcd. The, |)ro(luction is iar sujicrior to the works liial generally 
appear under this head. “ 'I’lu' Shiksliak, or th(^ Tutor, a talc,” is an incomplete 
story said to he loumh'd uixm an incident mentioned in Mr, Ksiy’s History 
of the Indian Mutiny of isr»7. The tale condemns tlie annexation ymlie.y of 
Lord Dalhoiisie's administration. Tlic tab- does not evince much skill in '.he 
arranc-cment. of the plot. The remaining interesting work is the fourth edition 
of the Marathi translation of 15unyan\ Pilgrim’s Progri'ss, The original is 
too well known to need a remark. It is \ cry unsatisfactory that this branch 
of Mavallh lilerature does not show' any appiv-eiahh' imiirovement. Tlu' writers 
scarcely soar above the level of trite scenes and mueh-usf'd incidents, and do 
not appear to understand the proper s])here of lietion It is sa^J to think that 
it will he. Ion"- before Maharashtra can boast td' writers of the stamp of Babu 
Bankim CUander Chattopadhaya, of B.mgal. 

20. IlMon/. — All tin* works on this subject are small school manuals, 
excepting “ Wineluirkar Gharanxacha llihas, or a History of the Vineliurkar 
Family.” Tlu' last-named ]mblieatiou givesan account of the rise andaeliievc 
ments of the family of the Chief of Vincliur, a .highirdiir in the Nasik District, 
in the Deccan. 'I’be work is compiled from old raanusoripts, family ri'cords, 
and some English books. 

21. Hindu Dliarrna Shastra, bhag I and bliiig II: the first pait 
contains an epitome of tho Hindu law as regards marriage, udojilion, inherit- 
ance, and other cognate subjects, together with the decisious of A^urious British 
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Courts of Justice on different points connected \ritb the subject-matter; the 
second part gives a Maratlii translation of Yadnywalkya Sinriti and Wya- 
M'aluira Mdynkba. The first part was ))ub]isbed in 1867, and <be present publi- 
cation is a revised edition of it. The second part has been published for the 
first time. The work is undoubtedly very ufeful in the decision of questions 
of Hindu law, and as siudi must prove of great service to tlie Hindu population. 

'22. Medicine. — “ Gdrfimdia Waidya, or the Cai.tle Doctor,” gives some 
rules fortb(‘ stabling, feeding, and preservation of the health of cattle, and after 
describing tiome conunon dis(;as€«, prescribes medicines for them. The work is 
said to Ihj a r(;cord of ])orHonal ex])ericuce, and the medicines are stated to be 
in general use in ^Pie Soutbern Konkan. 

2y. Mlscelluneom. — Under this lu^ad the following works may be parti- 
cularly noticed : “ Conduct of a girl at her fat bcr-in-law’s house” is an incom- 
plete work giving some sound fidvice to the young hride as to hoAV she should 
cfmduct herself at the house of her father-in-la iv, and equally good advice to the 
pan’rits of the brid<*groom and the bride as to bow they should treat the bride. 
'J'lio eVil custom of ebild-ma rriages suddenly t brows the young giil among a strange 
family wliieb has little orno sympathy for lu'r, and for some t ime the child’s life 
is miserable. The bride's exishmccis made unbearable bv luw ignorant mother- 
in-law, who takc's fanci<‘d insii'i'^, and takes the bride; seweredy to task. Other 
female lolations on both sides make t!ie matters still worse. T’amily (luarrels are 
fomented which fretpienlly (mkI in tlieesirangemicut of Ibt'newdy-cemiiecled fami- 
lies, and the innocent \ouug girl is made the \ictim of all ibis folly. TlKS'uhico 
given in the lucoir.ph'te work is sound, and AAill not fail to achieve; seeme geeoel. 
“Waktritw'a, or L scufion,’’ gives a bric.f bistewy e)r the* art eef cloeuitjon, and 
describes the nie'aus by Avbi<;l! pridie-iejmy in the* art maybe* gaine'el. The* aiicie*nt 
IJ Indus bad no ielea of the gre'al ij)ip*)rtane;e of leeiblie; spe*e'e*hes, aiiel diei iied cul- 
tivate the art of elocutieeii. Latte-rly the* Jie*ce^ssity for sjie'iikiug in public with 
fluency, ede'gancc, and petwe'i* lia,viug bce‘n fell, aticrnptsaiv be'iiig maelc tee cul- 
tivate the; aid of cleicutmn with more* or less eavne'stne'ss. ’J'ln* appe'araiie;e* e)f 
tlic work on ('locution is lb( i'''rnr(' a good :(C(|nisition to the ]\laia(lii lite'raiuio. 

‘‘ Yogasiielliau (uv>rally ei];. lied), or ace oinplislmie'iil. of spiritual or abstract 
devotion,” is aii iuge'i ams ■il1cauj)l to give* a rationalistic iiite'rpre'tatioii to the* 
]ir('('e;pts of tlio Yogee system of ])hiios<»phy — a systi'in that’ teaches luiiem with 
IJrabnui or the* ac(|uisilion of seepioiec felicity by .ibstract devotion accompanied 
by ee'itain jioslures and cercmonit s. The; book iri(;s to e'slablisli that flee* prece'pts 
of the sy>l(*m inculcate a moral coiu’se of life*, and e'xborls the young and the 
old (o Follow tlicm. “ A .Mann il of llijielmsm, I’art 1,” is :i, short, summary of 
the Vi'das, Sliastras, rur.iiis, uhI ollie'r Hindu re'liirious Avorks, with a few 
remarks upon the lliiulu n'ligioi, tVom a Christian jioini of vie'W. 'riie'boed: is com- 
piled from s(.'ve'T*al English S.ms'vrit and Planet hi works njiou the subject, and 
gives to a JJijidu a fair idea of the value attacbi'd to Hinduism by a Christian. 

‘‘ StridhannanUi, or re'ligions and moral advice to woman,” is the work of a 
l(;ai*ned ]\rarilt]ialaely— a Sankritist - strongly advoeating tbi'i'ilueation of fi'malos. 
Pandita Jlamabai, the autbewess, observe's That li\dia. will newer rise; in the scale 
of nations until all licr womcxi arc educated and arc in a jiosition to lend a 
liei])iug-baud to their liusbaiids. The book tri'ats of the education requisite for 
women iu the dillercnt relations of life. 'I’be original of “ I’rufe'.ssor Max 
Miiller’s llibbert Lectures ou the Origin and Growth of lleligion as illustrated 
by the ]l''iigioiis of 1 lulia, translate'd into Marat. hi,” is w'oll known, and the trans- 
lation is a valuable acquisition to the Marathi literature. 

24 Toetri). — The total num hew of works ])ublisbc(l under this bead was 73 
against 72 registered last year. “ Shrimanmadbaw'anripanidbanawarnanatmaka- 
padyaratnaindla, or \(jrses describing the death of Eoshwa Madliaw Kao 1,” con- 
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tains a fluent and attractive description of the good government of Madliaw lido 
Peshwa, his much-lamented untimely dcatli, and the immolation of his wife on 
the funeral pyre of her husband. “ Swadeshstl)ityadar8ha, or the mirror n'ilect- 
ingthe real condition of India,” is a short poem lamenting the moral, mat('rial, 
and social degradation of India, aensuring Government for imposing li(>avy, taxes 
on the people and favouring tlie interests of Europeans, and exhorting tlie people 
toelfeottho regenenition of the country by introducing mechanical and otluw in- 
dustries. “ Sluidritu ‘W.arnan, or a descri]»tiou of the six Seasons,” is a av(‘11- 
writton, entertaining poem, describing the six sc-asons into which a Hindu year 
is divided. The work was approvi'd of and awarded a prize by tlu' Daksl^ind Prize 
Goramittoc. “ ShrijuU Charitm, or the stoi’y of I’rince Sjiripal,” isa.Iain J('g<*nd. 
The present work is a, transln tarn into verse of the original production of the 
same name in IMugadlii meant for the (jdifiealion of tlie, Marathi-spenking Jains. 
A very small poi’tiou of the ]\larattii-sp»iaking population of Mahsii'i'islitra 
follows, and those followers being \eiy backward in lihwary attainments and 
atitivity as e-ompavi'd with their fellows, works on the .l;iiu religion, in Sans- 
krit, Magadhi or Gujarati, are seldom translated for the henetit (’f the ]Vl:jj‘atlii- 
spe.aking Jains. “ (Thej llnghuvansluj, of Kalidasa ti’anslated into JVlaPathi 
verse” is a vei'sified translation of the AVcdl-known Sanskrit work the “ llagliu. 
wansh, or'the. History of Itaghns’ llaee, by Kalidasa.” The theme of this jjoem 
is the same as tliat of tin* llainayana — Hie history of King llama. 'I'lie K.iglui- 
vansha begins with a lengthier account ol the ancestors of llama than that guen 
in the llainaj'ana, among wliom Itaglui was the most cidchralcd. Tin- transla- 
tion is a cn'ditahle jn-odnetiou, tln^ writer having e\iuced a good (iommand over 
the Marathi language'. It may he ri'markod tliat much of the ManiLlii poetry 
is not worili tlu* name. Works of the iiK'ril of llaghuvansha, llilusauli/ir, and 
Madliawvipalluidlianwariian above noticed an' lew' and far lietw'ecu, and are 
rather the exc('|)tion than the rule. Tlie general run of tlie peop'lc seem (o inis- 
take versi lien t ion for ])0('trv, and attempt is hcarcely made todiv(' into the d( pth.s 
of the ('unohling art, speeinu'us of wliich au' to he found in the (Sanskrit works 
of Kalidas and iWiawahluiti, and in tin' .Manitlii jirodmdions of Waman and 
Moropant. J'he n'ason* wiiy the Maratlii liieiatiire, excepting attempts of the 
nature of Kawyetihas Sangraha and Kat.\akath:iinawa, does not, \<'ar after 
A ear, .show aiiA signs of appreeialih' progn'ss in ]ioinl of meriti, is that the edu. 
oat<'d olassc's do not take nmeh inti'iest iu the study of that laiigiuigo, and do 
not try to enrich it . 


2.J, Pohti ("< — The single Avovk undi'r this liead deserves partii'ular notieo. 
“ Pntish llajya Wyawasllui, Mhanaji' Inglishanehya llcij\as (Samjiratehi Sthiti 
Kashi pnipta jhali hyaidien kathan, /.e., thi' lirilish Couslitntion, or how the 
Briti.sh Empire n'ae.hi'd its [ivi'sent eonditioii,” is mainly based upon DeLoline’s 
Constitution of England, Green’s History of the hiiglish People, and other J'ing- 
lish works on the .same .suhjeet. 'I'lie Ixiok is well written, and is an aetpiisitioii 
to Marathi liti'ralim'. It discharges tlie important oJliee of Mnaking the reader 
conversant Avith the Pritish form of government and the principles on Avhich 
British rule iii India is conduct ed. , 

20. l^htloaopf/if . — In addition to si'veral small works, ('ither reprints or trans- 
lations on [lojinlar V'edanti.sm, Hiere has ap|)('ared under this lu'ad a AV'ork 
named “KavtawA.i Avieh.ir afhawu Wyawaharanili, hhag pahila, or the Moral 
jduties of man. Part 1,” wliii'h puts heforet he Marathi readers the opinions of au 
ancient Grei'k ptiilosojiher on the suhji'ct of inau's duty to himself and to his 
(ellow-heings. The Avvirk is au adaptation of a porli<m cf Cicero’s “ De 
Officiis." “ Dasabodlia, or luslruetion to Disei])les,” is, like many other wox’ksof 
the poet and .saint Ihundils, I'xtri'inely popular, and has gf me through several 
editions. The book treats of Vedantism, of piety, devotion, virtii'', &c., and 
is extensively read, particularly among the Marathi students of Vedantism. 



27f Travelt. — Only a work or two are registered under tliis hoad at times. 
The work registered this year possesses unusually great interest with ,the 
AfarAtlii reader. “ Panditd Ramdbdi Ydnchd Inglandcha prawns, bhag pahila, or 
the journey to and residence in England of Panditd Ramdbdi, Part I, is the pro- 
duction of a learned Brdhrnan lady — a Sankritist — who travelled over a large 
portion- of India in bar earlier days. No Brahman lady ever before visited 
England, and hor going over to the distant country without a male relative to 
protect or guide her in tlie foreign land excited much curiosity as to how she 
fared on board the ship, and what impressions were produced on her mind in the 
land of the Mlenchclihiis. The announcement that a book written by herself, 
giving the rcvisons of hpr visit to England (about which tlic public were in the 
dark), her experiences of a sea voyage, and her first impressions about that 
country, created a great desire to read the work. When the book Avns published 
there was a laigo demand for.it, anti it was road with great avidity. The hook 
is well writen and is said to have found favour with a large number of readers, 
principally native ladies who knoAV to rt'ad and write.

28. Aria . — Of the 19 hooks registered under this head, 16 are nurahere of a 
monthly journal entitled “ Kheda iviietiwadi Patra, or the Agricultural P.auiphlot 
of Kaira,” which contains information on theoretical and prae-tical agrieajlture 
collecttid from English works, and gives accounts of agricultural cxhil)itions. 
The pamphlet is no doubt highly useful to the farmers of Gujarat who know 
to read and write and are willing to benefit by such information. The pam- 
phlet is edited und(M iho aaspic(‘s of tlie Nadijul Agricultural Committee eom- 
po8(;d of some European olfioers of t he Revenue l)(‘partiucnt and a number 
of native gentlemen, and Jms completed tin* sixth yciar of its (;xisten<!e. The 
greatest defect of native paiuttns is their ignorance of p('rspective, and hence 
“ Linear Perspective by R. Burch<!tt, translated into Gujarati,” will contribute 
largely to the iniprovemont of the native art. Tlu! work has been published by 
the Educational l)ej)artniont. 

29. Btogntpht/. — Two w )iks have been regist('red under this head: 
“Sukha Sadhak, Yane Ary.i.e dlmdo lewa liiyak mansamadira lyagi ewA 
ek Augrej Grihasthaiinu tank writtiuita ; or Attainment of Happiness — ora 
short autobiography of an Pnglisii genthonan avIio ahstaiiu'd from eating flesh 
and drinking spritinms liquors, from which the Indian Arayans can take a les- 
80 !),” is a translation of a AJjirathi veivsion of an English ivork — the Auto- 
biography of a Teetotaler and Vegetarian, av ho points out from jxTsonal expe- 
rienc*' the varioiis bonetits d“rivid from abstinen(;e from m(‘at and intoxicating 
drinks and drugs coiiihincd with iidustry and economy. The other Avork is the 
life of Alexander the Great. The hiognijdiy is coin])il(!d from some English 
works and “ Sikandar Kamun,” or the bi()gra|)hy of Alexander in J’ersian. 

30. Jf)rrt'Wiff.-,-TAiventy w'vcm works under this h(;ad appeared during the year 
under review,* whi(;h shows an increase of 5 over the number registered during 
the preA'ious year (22).^ Of these, 8 are small original Avorks and tlndr “ new 
editions,” dramatising Pauranie or other legc'juls, and 14 are works on similar 
subjects, none of which deserve special notice. Tlu' following fiAm books may 
he partieularly noticed : “ Kama la JDukhadai’sltak Ndtak, trianki ; ortho Drama 
de.scrihiug the mi.«eri<’s of Kainala, in three acts,” dey)iets the iniseries of sepa- 
ratif>R from her lover and of widowdiood cxpericiuted by a young girl vkdiose 
avaricious parents married her against her Avislu's to an old and decrepit 
man for the sake of his rieh(‘s. I'he ])aronts poison their own son, who lends hi.s 
moral support to his sistej* in her attempts to get herself re-raanaed to her lover. 
The parents try also to get the lover murdered, hut are frustrated in their wicked 
attempt, and at last repent of their misdeeds. The book aims at condemning the 
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•extensively prevailing onstom of child-marriajjes, and the unnatural tpmctice 
of giving away young girls to old and decrepit persons for the sake of their 
riches, which is followed by poor parents. “ Aryotkarshaka, or the Regenerator 
of the Aryas,” and “ Vikramodaya, or tho Rise of Vikranidditya,” is a Avork which 
contains two dramatical pieces. The first, “ Aryotkarshaka, ” is an allegorical 
description of the present condition of India. Superstition and vices are said to 
have depraved the people, who arc therefore exposed to various miseries. • The 
people arc exhorted to rouse themselves and shake off the evils by Avliieh they 
are enveloped, and to regain their pri.stine splondonr and happin(‘ss. The soeoud 
piece, “Vikramodaya,” dramatises the legendary story of Prince Vikmrmi litya, 
the founder of the era prevailing in Northern India. .PHneo Vilcrama incurs 
the displeasure of his elder brother, King Bharlrihari, witliout eauso, and is 
sent into exile. Vikrama, however, yearning for the wjdfai-e of his n;itivo land, 
returns to his country on learning that his brother repented llie injustice done to 
him, and assumes the crown hypermission of his hrotlier, who becomes an ascetic 
in order to secure the salvation of his .soul. “ Pratap Natak, or tho Drama of 
Pratdp,” is a historical dra.ma founded u])on tlic wars of indeiKMulcnce ear*i(*don 
by Pratapsinb, the Rauii of IJdepur, with Emperor .Vkhar of Delhi. I’he. battles 
arc sung by the hards of Mewar, and are recorded by Colonel Todd in his Riija- 
sthan. The drama is tolerably well written. “Damayanti Swayam war Natak, 
or the Drama of tho Choice of a Husband by Princess Damayanti,” is based upon 
the beautiful classical story of King Nala and his Avif(^ Damayanti to bo met 
with in the sixth chapter or VVanaparwa (»f tlio Mahal>liilral. I’uran, and is w^cll 
know'ti to Oriental readers. The drama is a creditable production. “CMtara 
Ramacharilra Natak,” or a play dramatising ilie events dcseii bed in these* ventli 
hook or Uttara Kanda of the Uainayaiia, is a translation of tin' Avesll-known 
Sanskrit work of liliawabliuti. 't he translation has been a oil cxctuitcd. 
Atteni])tK like these dc'serve to he* vvoleonied, inasmueli as they opi'u the vast 
field of Sanskrit literature to the vcrnacular-k»iOM itiir classes. 

31. Fiction . — Most of the 15 publications resist, ered under ibis head are 
reprints of old jiopular tales such .as Suda llohoteri, SadevMint Saviliuga, Paiieh- 
adandui Warla, &o. Th6 following (wo original works, liowever, desf'i’vo 'notice : 
“ RanakDevvi, or a tale of that name,” records the tale of a Rajput king who 
determines to destroy bis newly-horn female eltild, because llii* e(..irt astrologer 
prophesied that the child, having been born under tlie inlluenei* of evil .star.s, 
woAxbl bring misfortunes and ruin on its parents. The babe is made, over to a 
faithful servant for being murdered, but miraeuioiisly I'seapes tlie sad fate 
owing to tl 1C would-be murderer liaving been killed by an im known person. 
The child is taken away and adopted by a potter, who names her “ Itsiiiaki,” 
or the forest foundling. She grows up and her imsurpa.ssed beauty attracts the 
notice of Siddhaivij, king of lYitan, who resolves to marry her. In the mean- 
time Khengar, king of Junagail, earvies her away and marries her. Siddharaj 
invades Jumigad and lays siege to the fort Khengar liravely figlifs with tlie 
enemy, hut tlie fort is at last taken throiigii the triaelieiw of Klii'iigar’s 
nephews. Khengar is killed. Siddharaj makes love tv) liaiiak Dewi ami cuts 
down iu her presence her tw'o young sons in order to frigliten her into submis- 
sion. The virtuous princess destroys herself on tin funeral pyre of her deceased 
husband, bravely discarding to the last moment of her e.'iistenee the amorous 
overtures of tlie oonijiieror. Tlic small talc entitled “Huddhi aue Rudliini 
Katha, or the Tale of Wisdom and Popular Usage,” is an alh'gorieal story eon- 
demiiitig the popular prejudices and evil customs juc\ ailing among the Gujarati 
Hindus. 

32. Uiatory . — “History of tho Prench Tlcvolution, translated into Onjarati 
from Mr. Vinayak Kondudeo Oka’s Marathi Avork,’’ is an abridged history of 
the Preach Revolution of 178U. The work has been published by the Gujardt 
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Vernacfilat Society. “Sorti Somandth, or the Story of the Idol of Somandth 
ia Sorath,” is the story of the twelfth invasion of India by Mahammud 
Gaznawi, in which the rich temple of Somanath in the province of Sorath, in 
Kathiawdr, was plundered and the idol itself was broken into pieces, and is 
relat('4 with somcj variations, wUhsh are apparently introduced to make the 
narrative attractive. 

•33. Mcdiciue. — “ Shririr ano Waidak Shdstra, or Anatomy and Medicine,” 
is a large work bast'd upon certain English hooks on the subject. It also con- 
tains a list of native drugs, and mentions their uses. It is written in an easy 
and intefigiblc language. The work will prove of groat servitto to the students 
of 3’luro))oan niedic-al science who prost'cult' their studies in Gujardti. “Waid- 
vak Wilds, or the Seit'iieo of Medicine,” briefly describes diseases and preseribos 
medicines for them. Tjiis hook also is mainly based uj)on English works, and 
gives a few native nu'dical receipts. It will prove (>f great use to the Gujardti- 
spcalviiig public, as it is written in a popular style. “ Kdlera, t('no upadraw, 
ane felawo, aiie te utakd\ and u]):iyo, or the Cholera Epidemic and the means 
of ckeciking it,” is a popular des(;ription of the epidemic and of the means of 
preventing or cheeking ils attacks. 

3t. ]Hm‘e}l(riieoiis. — Under this ho.ad the following works des('rre parti- 
cular notice : “ Nitiwachaii.i, nr IMoral Essays,” appears in its third edition. It 

convevs moral instruction to eieldren in easy language and attractive style. 
“ ISiti anc Jjuukikdiiarma tvishe iVasliuottarh ” is a translation of an English 
catechism on mortil and sut'ial duties. It Itas been sjtecially pvt'jtared for use 
in tlie veriiacul:ir S(!li()(tls of tlio Earoda Slate. “ Slri Mitra, or a 1‘T’ieiid of 
the Womtiukiini, gives medical and other uscfnl advice to women jis to Jiow to 
preserve' lu'altli ordinarily !iswi,-]l as during pregmint'y and eiiild-ltirlh, and as to 
howtohrin" npcltildren during their in I'uney. Tliis work will undonldedly ])rovo 
of great soi\ie(j to tiujarati women, who arc genertilly ignorant of tlie import- 
ant snltjeels treaied of in the hook. “ Vedtislidstradi Vidyis.ara, or the Con- 
tents of tlie Vedas, hlnislvas, Ac.,” is a brief review of Sauskrii, literalurc. 
It also contains inforniai ion on miscellaneous matters sneli as Jhiddliism, 
Jainisfn, the f'veral Indian eras, Ac. “ I’drsi Prakasli, being a record of im- 
portant events in tin gvoutli of the Parsi Comiiuinity in Western India, ehro- 
nologically arranged from the date of their immigiation into India to the 
present day, Part V III,” is a nnmlier of the series that contains a vast mass of 
useful inl'orinationeolh'Cli'd liy tlie autlior from various sources, ]ml)lisli(‘d and 
un]'uhiisli( (1, and carefully and laiiori.msly eollated and compiled. No p.ains 
si'cin to have lieon spared to render tlie wmvk a eonijtlele and authentic 
Ti'posilory of all facts eonoeeted willi the liisiory of the Parsis of Westi'm 
India. ” I'hsay on Patriotism ” mentions the various stock eomjilaints of India, 
and exhorts the iia(i\es to he patriotic, and to elFect the moral, mental, social, 
and political regeneration of their countiy. In a few places the sentiments are 


strongly ('xpressed. 

35. Poetry . — '• Ilunnarkhanani Chadhai Ilindusthdn upar, or the Invasion 
of India by llunnarkliau, i.e., a personification of arts and sciences,” appears in 
its tenth edition. The small work laments the ignorance, sloth, and superstition 
prevailing in India, describes the impoverishment of the country brought on by 
the cxlinetion of the indigenous arts and vseicnces, and exhorts the natives to 
shake olT their vices and to aeliievc the ri'genoration of their motherland by 
scicnlilic and indusirial aequircinents. The small tract enlitlcd " Bliik Shataka, 
or a hundri'd verses on Beggary,” condemns mendicancy which extensively 
prevails in India in various forms, and advises able-bodied beggars to follow 
remunerative industries. “ Mangalik Gitawali, or a Collection of Songs to he 
sung on joyous uocasiuus,” and “ Kachcha Garbawali, or Garhi Songs wTitton at 



the rpqupst of a Princess of Cutch,” are works from the pen of a popnlf#* living 
poet of Gujariit, Dalpatrdm T)ahydl)bai. The lirst-natned work contains very 
popular songs to bo sung at birtlis or birth-days, marriages, and tiiany other joyous 
occasions. It was composed at the request of, and lias betm patronised by, 
the Chief of Wadhwan. The latter work, “ KachchaGarhawali,” conliun8.song8 
mostly upon educational and moral subjects. They wavo, composed and pub- 
lished at the desii-e of Maharani Shri Ndnibd Saheb, the dowagf'r prince^ of 
Outch, who rewarded tin* autlior for his labors. “ Mauoranjaka Pratajjakawya, 
or verses composed by Pratap and puhlLshed in m(nnf)ry of the as.so(;ititiou named 
Manoranjak or entertaining, of u liicli he was a memlxsr, ’’contains detaekc'd verses 
on different subjects, .su(;li as praises of certain deities of the Hindu pantheon, 
Indian sea.sons, poverty, &.c. Tlie work Ix'ars partic-ular interest because the 
poet is said to be blind, liaving lost his sight at the eai’ly age of three years, and 
said to h.avo educated himself after the ago of thirteen hy having certain books 
read to him hy a friend. 

S(). ToUths . — The single publication under this head is a reprint of a trans- 
lation of “ Widuraniti, or the Advice of Widur to hi.s cousin Hhiilaraslitra on 
polity and morality,” which is an (‘.\tract from the Maliabhai at. The transfitor 
is not knoAvn. Tlie hook is veiy ])opular, and has passed tdirougli numerous 
editions in almost every living language of India. 

37. ItclUjion . — “ Jlraliiiia Dliarma Mata aiie Wishw;h', or Piahmoi.sm and 
Faith, ” is a tiwaslation of I In' original work in llentrali l)y ihlweiidramith I'agor. 
It contains nine, sermons inculcating tin' princijdes of deism according to Indian 
ideas. “ P.arynsliana .Jlaliiitinya, or the Glory of tin* Parynshana peri<;(l, ” is a 
Jain work ii\ old G ii jariiti. It contains legends in gloritieatiou of t he Parynshana 
period commonly c.illed I’.adnsuilli Mas, or (Ik! Iioly pi>rio(l of Parynshana, wliicli 
coin 1 lienees on A'slu'ulli iSliuddlia lolh and ends on Mhadrapad Sliiiildlia otli, last- 
ing for lifly days. During tlu'se days the Jai^ observe fasts a'ld listen to 
readings fnnii their script nro, tin' Kalpasntra. 

38. Srit'iiea (Sdlural and o/l'^r ). — Tlie M'orks under Ibis he id arc a number 
of school-hooks and a u'ork ciitithal “ JMeleorology ” compiled from several 
English hooks upon the subject. Tlic ignorance of natives on 1 hi.s important 
subject makes the work a v.aliiahle accession to Gujarati seientitic literature. 

39. Tnitiels . — The single work under tins liead is eniilled “Mumhaitlii 
Turop Tarafiia I'rawasiii Noiullia Patrlka, or a Diaiy of a 'IV.ivid from IVnuhay 
to Europe made from l'3f,h May to 22nd Novemlier fSSl,” ;in I is the jiroduction 
of a young IVinsi gentleman u ho in company with liis four Irieuds wont on a 
tour to Great IJrilain and Ireland and the Conliiient of Piirope. The countries 
visited were Italy, France, E.dgiiiin, ilollaiul, Germany, Sw if/.i'idand, I’olaud, 
Russia, Turkey, Hungary, Anstii.a, and Ivgypt. Tliediary contains brief descrip- 
tions of the various jilaees and sighis visited and witnes.scd hy (he jiarfy on tlieir 
tour. The work is pnhlisli(>d for jirivate eirculafiou and will prove entertaining 
to those for whose beiietit it is iutcuded. 

Hindi. 

40. Almost all the publications in this language are either school-books or 
reprints of old works that do not call for special notice. 'I’ln* following work 
under the head Poe/ry deserves jiartieiikar mention : “ Prahin Sagar, or the Talc 
of Princess Kalaprawin and Priiiee Has Sagar, ” is a story in verse hy Meuiman ji, 
a Chief of Rajkot and the great-great-grandfather of the present ruler. H was 
composed about one hniulreil years ago. The story relates that a certain 
attendant of the god Sliiwa negleote.l his duty on one oeeision hy remaining 
absent at home and enjoying the company of his wife. He was tliereapon cursed 
bv his master to an earthly s'xisteiiee and to suffer the pang-v of I'p. ration from 
Ixis wile, who also was condemned to a similar doom. They appear on earth— the 
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attenflaat as Prince Rasa Sigar and his beloved as Princess Kaldprawin. They 
happen to see and become enamoured of each other, and though they try to come 
togetlicr as husband and wife, remain separate and suffer the excruciating pangs 
of separation. After the period for which they were condemned to suffer the 
awarded ])iini8hrncnt was over, they ascended to heaven bodily, and were joyfully 
received by their friends. The story is intermixed with much information on 
divefso subje<!ts such as the Tauranic theory of the earth’s geography, a descrip- 
tion of the heavens, the education of a prince, the conduct of a king, politics, 
prognostications, chase, chiromancy, an army and its accoutrements, war, a royal 
marriagefarfcof lore and a description of the merits of tl'e sexes, amorous sports, 
gestuivs and niovcincnfa, music, medicine, seasons, Snnrdshi or religious Umhman 
mendicants, vcrsi/ication. Yoga philosophy, aritlimctical puzzles, knon’ledge of 
horsellosh, and siwcral others. If Meramauji was the real author of the work 
he must have h.ad a good knowledge of versification and the subjects mentioned 
above, wliicli is an uncommon occurrence among the Indian princes of recent 
tim(i8. The story is attractive.

4*1. Biopraplnj. — The single publication under this head is“Tarikh-ul- 
Awa-liya-.lildo Sani, or the laves of Mahomedan Saints, Atel. II.” It gives 
biographical sketHu's of s('veral wrll-known saints who flourished in the last few 
centuries, siufii as* Ali bin lliiscm Kashifi, Syad Jmainudin Goolshanahadi, 
Kdnvjija llisamuddiu Shashi, Khwaja Mahomed Parsa, and numerous other 
awaliyas. 

42. Bramn.- -The fifh'cn publications entered under this head arc small 
di’amas written specially for the stage. They* amplify a love affair between a 
prine(! and a princess or a yirincc and a fairy, in both eases ealling in the aid 
of genii, goblins, and other miraculous agcnch's so v(;ry ntlractivi* to Oricntiil 
imagination. Thes(! works, of(!ourso, <!arry some sort of moral. The following 
may he considered typical ])rodueti(»iis : “ Nakhsc Sulemani Urfa Shadadi 
Hehoshtaka Urdu Khel, V'itak Tin IVihku, or King Solomon’s Amulet or the 
King ShadjuTs Taradisc, a 1 ' rdu drama in three acts, ” contains a story that 
a Mahomcdaii king, liaviii” no male issue and possessing an only daughter, 
proclaims on his death-bed that hi.s kingdom and his daughter sh.all he given to 
a person who brings iSol-imoii’s amulet. A nobleman’s son, who ruined his an- 
cestral fort.nm^ liy a I’eckless course of life, succia'ds in securing the talisman 
by leading a ])i'nis life and gains the ju’ize, while his African servant, who 
attempts to get it by an im])ious course of conduct, dies a miserable death. The 
fairies take a conspicuous pa ' in these transactions. “ lYik Asmat Kajanin 
Urfa Jarkliarid Khorshed, Y at ak Do Bubka, or the drama in two acts of the 
Chashi Woman or Qiitum Ivho/slu'd Avho Avas purchased for gold, ” states that 
Fateshah, an emperor of Delhi, Avas displeased Avith his queen, Khorshed, and 
sold her for her n eight in gold to I'umshah, a prince who had loft his home in 
the disguise of a merchant. Kiiorshed heartily loved her |)nrehasor. They 
happened to he si'jiarated, and met Avith divers adventur(!S. Kliorshod preserved 
her eh.-istity under very adverse eireu instances. At last they met each other 
and led a happy life. 

to. Medicine . — ” Outlines of the Anatomy of Horse, Avith a concise de- 
scription of its disease's and the treatment thereof, ” is a work th.at will prove of 
great use to persons aaIio keej) horses and to cavalry soldiers. It is said to have 
hi'cn coin])ih'd from lectures delivered in 1882 by Dr. Steele, Inspecting Veteri- 
nary Surgi'on, Bombay Army. 

41. Foelry. — ” A-kaide Ahlchak, or the Faith of true believers,” upholds 
the docitrines of the Sunni sect and condemns the remaining Mahomedan sects, 
“ Fagane Dcbii, or Lamentations on the Fall of Dellii, ” laments over the pillage 



and partial demolition of the city of Delhi and the loss of its re^l splendour 
during the Indian Mutiny. Hie work is a collection of verses by different authors. 

45. Philosophy .-— Miratul KluydU or tho Mirror of Imagination,” is a 
small publication on mental philosophy. It appears to be a translation of some 
English work on tho subject. » 

Sakskrit. 


46. All the books published in this language during the year under report 

are repuhlications, with the exception of a dramatical work, noticed further 
on, which is asi original production. • 

47. Biography . — Tlie singh' publication entered under this head is entitled 
“ Prai)annainritam, or the N(‘ctar for the llcfugees,” and is a biography of Guru 
or Preceptor linmaiinja, the founder of tho W-aishnawa sect that beam his 
name. He flourished towards the latter part of the twelfth century. Tho 
se(!t draws its doctrines from works on Vedanta aud tho Vishnu and other 
Purans. 

48. Drama . — “ Sawitrl Charitram Chhaya Ndtakam, or tho Drama the 
Story of Princess Si uitri, ” is an original production dramatising the sto^' of 
Sawitri, a young, beautiful, and sagacious, j)rincess, and a most devoted and 
dutiful wife. The Ix'auliful legend is well known to European Orientalists 
under the name of “ Sawitra Akhyau.” The drama is pretty well uu-itlen. 
and is the production of Shastri Shaukarlal Afabeshwar. The author is the 
head of a Sanskrit (jolloge. called “ Jiawajiraj College ” recently opened at 
Morvi \uidor the ])atronage of the Rlorvi State. Shdstri Shankarlal is also 
reported to have composed in Sanskrit a voluminous work entitled “ Pirwati- 
parinaya Natak,” or tlm drama of tlie marriage of the goddess Ikdrwati, and 
“ Siiwilri Cliaritra Natak” is an extract from that work. Tho learned shastri 
is said to have composed .some other works in S.mskrit besides tlioso nieutioued 
above. Tlie remaining two ])uhlications under this head are a leprint of the 
Ahhidnyana Sliakuntala of Kfilid Isa, with the commentary (Artiiadyotauika) 
of Kughawahhatta, and a r(‘j)ubli(;atum of “ Eatuawali of Shriharsliadeva, de- 
scribing tlu‘ love inlrigues of King Udayaua with Sagarikd, a princess of 
Ceylon — ollierwise called Jtatnawali from lu'r jewxd-neeklace. 

49. Fiction. — Uiuh'r this head are classed the reprints of the " Ilitopadcsha 


of AVisliuusharma, or liseful Advice by Wishnusharrna,” the well-known clas.s- 
book for b(*gi liners in Sanskrit, and of “ Dashakiiniiir Cliaritra of Dandin, with 
the commentaries (Padaeliandidka and liliiisliaiia) of Kawindra Saraswati and 
Shivaram,” which is an account of the adventures of ten princes related in 
prose, in a scries of tales. 'I'lie author of the latler Avork flourished about the 
eleventh ooiitury. Tlie commentaries are valualile, aud their publication is 
calculaled to jumvc very useful <o llic students of that work. 

50. Language. — 'I'here is iiiiler this liea,d a neatly printed edition of 
“ Araarkoslia, Avitli the commentary of Alaheshwara, enlarged by llaghunath 
Shastri Talekar, edited wit li an iudi'x by Chintainaii Sliasfri Tliattc.” Amar- 
kosha is an e.xi.remely popular old standard Sanskrit dictionary, and many 
native students of Sanskrit know it, by heart Tho present edition contains the 
original text of Amarsinlia with an isa.sy paraphrase in Sanskrit, and an alphabe- 
tical index of all the words occurring in the text. The edition was prepared 
under the supervision of Dr. Kiidliovn, laic Profes.sor of Oriental Languages in 
tho Deccan Collegi*. Under this head also appears a reprint of the Vyakarana- 
Mahfihliashya of Patau jali edited by Dr. ]'\ Kicil orii, Professor of Sanskrit in 
the UniveiAsity of (Jottingmi, Vol. II, I'art II, Professor Monier Williams says 
in his “ Indian Wisdom “ To Patnnjali we owe one of the most wonderful 
grammatical works that the genius of any country has ever produced, ©*«., the- 
Mahdbhashya, or ‘ great commentary, ’ written not so much to exi»lain Panini as 
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to dofepd such of his aphorisms as had been criticised by Katydydna.” Both 
these works have been pul)lished by the Educational Department. 

51. Laio.—*' Shri Wasislita Dharma Sliastram— Aphorisms on tlie sacred 
Law of the A'ryas as taught in the school of Vasishta, edited with critical notes 
and anukranianikd, indices of words and Vedic mantras, and an appendix of 
quotations as found in some t)harmanibandbas,” by Rev. Alois Anton Euhrer, 
Ph.D., Professor of Sari-krit, Sfc. Xavier’s College, Bombay, is one of the 
eighteen principal codes published after Mann and Yajnawalkra, M'asishta is 
believed to be one of JVtann’s prajdpatis or patriarchs. The treatise is a mixture 
of prose rnd verse. It has l)een translated by Dr. BhuJer — vide 14*th Volume 
of Max Muller’s “ Saon'd Books of the East.” This work also has been publish- 
ed by the Educational Department. 

52. 3li.ncell<nteous.-r-'‘ VVisliwa Gun.ddarsba, or a Mirror of tbo Beauties 
of the Umv(irso,” is a dialogue between two gandliarwas or demigods — Krishdnu 
and Wislnvdwasu — -who ascend in a balloon and survey the universe. Tbo 
former points out the shortcomings and the latter the excellences and greatness 
of some of the objects they survey — such as the sun, the god Rama, the 
River Ganges, Benares, Brain nans, the oc(*an, the god Krishna, &c. The work 
is attractive! and enteirtaining to an Indian re.ader. 

53. Voelry. — “ Satik W i;. ustuli, or a llyinii to Wayu or the God of the 
Winds, with a commentarv by Triwikraniiicbarya, is a hymn in ])raise of 
Madbwa, otherwise! exilled A'liandalirtha, whe) is belicveel to be! an inearnation 
of the great god Wfiyu. Maelhnaeiliarya was the founder of the; Waislinawa 
sect which goes bv his name. I’he hymn is considered very sacred, and is daily 
repeated by tlu! It! lowers e)C the! se'ct. 

5't, lielif/ton . — “ Sutik Shri JNYuiakobanelroelfiya, or the Rise* of 'Nanak, with 
a comjncntary, ” deiseribes tlie aebicvemimts e)f N<inak, the! fe)unele'r of the 
religiems seed called the Sikh or iN'anaK Slmhi, e'xte‘nsi\cly pre'vailiiig in the 
Punjab. Guru ISaiiak was of the Ksliatriya eiaste', and w.is born in A. I). 1 109 
at Talw'aneli, ne*ar Laliore'. Tl)e‘ ewiglnal work is eioinpiratively of recent date, 
and was composejd l)y Gajvjr.iriini al tlie* rc;jiie!>t of King Blidgmalia. The com- 
mentary is said to have bes n co)aj)ONcel tnejily years ago.

65. Lanyunyo . — “ Sbarlie' Mull;i or the Explanation by Mulla Jami,’* 
is an explanation of Kalld, a wewk on Arabic synta.x.

50. Minocll'incons. — Goldsmiths and some other artisan classes consider 
theunsedve's as the elcsejcueleiut'' of the* goel R'ishwakarma, the* son of Brahma and 
the artist of the goels. They j.-sen-t tli.it tlie-y are Bnilimaus, and, as such, are 
entitled to prrforiu the slial..:irma or tlio six dnlie's piamliar to Brahmans, 
namely, (1) ^eaiching the A^c.b!*-, (2) holy stuely, (3) olTering sacriticcs, (t) con- 
ducting tliem, for otlicrs, (.")) gieing gifts, and (G) aeaje'pling gifts. “ AVishwa 
Brahma Ku]ot3alia,*or the Je>y e)f Mie Brahmans de-seemeled frenn AA'ishwakarma,’’ 
a wewk nmarit to st remglhen the peisition taken by the ged Ismitli class, is a 
eedlection of eixtracts from Slirutis, Smritis, and the Purans, of edicts of Shan- 
kardcharya, the head spiritual guide of the Hindus, of decisions of British 
ofliceas and courts of ju.stioe, and of othe;r (loimments, sheming that the Kdnadi 
Pdnejhdl Se^ndvs eir goldsmiths arc Bruimniiis, and are e'lititled to penTorm the 
shatkarma or the six dutieis. I'lie! Aioik also tries to me^ct tiie objections taken 
by Brahmans auel other castes to the claims preferred by goldsmiths to Brdh- 
manhood. 

Sanskutt and English. 

57. Fiction.— A new ediiion of Bdna's Kndamhari, one of the greatest and 
best works in prose and in verso in the Sanskiil literature, edited by Professor 
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Peter Peterson, M. A., Professor of Sanskrit in the Elphinstone ^oll«>ge, 
Bombay, and late Bodott Sanskrit Scholar of the University of Oxford, has been 
issued by the Educational Department ; and as a supplement to it the present 
volume, entitled “ Kadambari — Part II — Fasciculus S ; Notes to the Uttarbbdga 
ff-nd an introduction to the whole work,” is now published. The introduction is 
learned, and the notes may prove useful to a study of the work. 

68. Vottry . — “ The First Book of Ratnayana with notes for the use of 
schools *’ is also edited by Professor Peter Peterson, and is i)u))lished by the 
Educational Department. The book contains the BaJa Kanda only, or the 
portion rclatini? to the boyhood of King Ildma. The following sliojt note is 
attached to the edition : “ I’lie text is, in tin* main, that of Sohlegcl, a reprint 

of whic.li has lojig been a seliool-book in tliis Pr(isid(!ney. All deviations from 
Schlegel’s t(!xt are cited in the notes. The Sanskrit notes are from the com- 
menlary to the Bombay edition. The refercne(!s are to Kiolhorn’s Grammar.” 
The notes are useful. 

59. MtHaellunooHS . — “The Journal of the Bombay Braiieh of the Royal 


Asiatic Society — Extra Number — Professor Pelersoii’s Report on the Search for 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Boml)ay Circle, lSH2-8:{, ” gives the result^f a 
search for Sauskrit manuscripls in Rajpuluna in 1882-8 J.

00. lif'IigioH . — “ Brahma Smriti, or the Canons of the Brahmo religion,” by 
Shrimant jMahdnij Sliabaji Pralapsiidui Maharaj Satarkar, is aeompendium of the 
principles, the daily duties, worship, jiraycrs, a-nd sl.ories in glorilicatiou of the 
Bnibmo religion. The stories arc collected from the Purans and other sources.

61. Jleligion . — “ Satya Sugar, or ihe Ocean of trulh,” by Sbritnaid Mahdrdj 
Rdje Shubaji l’ratapsirilia|Hh(isU' S.itarkar, is an expir^itioii of Bniliuioism or the 
Indian deism, foimdiHl upon Shvidis, Smritis, and other sources from which the 
Sanskrit portion of the work has bi'eu taken.

02. BeJigion . — “ Bharma, Widwansliana Granthah, or the hook for the 
destrnelioii of doubts,” is a, lain work eoutaining original aphorisms in Mcigadbi 
that are aeconipaiiiecl liy nn'aiiings of tbe’words of I he aphorisms and a commentary 
on each ajiliorism. 'J'lie work is intended to removi' evil thoughts and to create 
good scntimmits in (Ik* minds of tlie Jains, and di'seribes some of the duties 
and virtues of the toliowm-s of Jaieism. Tlii' work belongs to the Terapanthi 
sect of the .laius, who do not worshiji Idols like simie otlicr sects.

03 Drama . — “Kali Yug Ny.ivadarslian Natak Naw'auki,*or a drama indi- 
cative of the kind of justiee dispensed in llu' pres(mt(Kali (w IronJ ago, in nine 
acts,” is a farce of the justice disfieused in a Fnn.peait Magistrate's Court in 
Gujarat. The Magistrate is di'serilxvl as corrupt and of loose morals. His 
shirastedar or si'cretary and head peons are also jiainted as corrupt. The 
shirastedar receivt'd bribes in a particular case and divided the gain between 
himself and liLs Eurojieaii sujtoriur.

64). Miftcellaneoufi. — Captain 1*. C. Temple, of the Bengal Staff Corps, has 
published -t numhers of the s(*rial eutitied “The Legmids of the Punjab.” He 
seems to liave a large numbi'r.of such talcs in hand. Tliosc already published 
by him appear to be good representatives of the folk-lore of the province.

philosophy entitled “ Sthandnga, ” is a work on Jain ])hilosophy. The treatise 
professes to teach of jiwas — living tilings or souls. It includes anaong jiwas, 
or souls, lifeless things. Those “ living beings ” are variously divided and sub- 
divided.

66. Peliffion . — “The Dinkard — tbo original Pchlwi text; the same trans- 
literated in Zend characters ; translations of the text in the Gujarati and English 
languages; a commentary and a glo''Sary of select terms, Vo 1. IV, ” is an old 
and soriKJwhat mutilatetl work edited and translated for the fmt time. It has 
important connee.tion with the study of the Zoroastrian Sci-iptures. It has 
been prepared evidently with much labour and n'seareh, and has been published 
uud''r the patronage of the Sir JainsetjL Jijibhai Tninslation Pund.

In continuation of Mr. Bolton’s letter No. 8G6, dated the 31st t&uly 1883, 
and with reforcnc(! to M.ajor Collen’s letter No. 1147, dated the 3()th July 
1884, I am directed to submit, for tlu! information of the Government of India, 
a cojiy of the Annual Report on the Bengal Library, fpr the year 1883, and the 
analyses of books received in the Library, together with the usual statistical 
forms Nos. I to IV. 

Report on the Bengal Library for the year 188S. 

The number of books received in the Bengal Library during the year 
1883 was 2,218, exc(^oding the number received in 1882 by 050, and the largest 
number ree(!iTed in any year befon; th<i year under report by 395. The average 
number of books receiv(*d in a year has not up to tliis time; excf'eded 1,000, so 
the number of books which came into the Library last year v\as more than 37 
per cent, in excess of the average. This increase, although extraordinary, was 
perfectly jiroportional in at least the more im])ortant languages ; and as regards 
the dilTercnt lu'ads under which books are classified in the T.iljrary, it. docs not 
jippear to have been confined to any one of them, th(*reby indicating any parti- 
eular direction in which its caus(‘ might be sought or Found. In Bengali, for 
instance*, there Yvas a large increa.se in five of the most numerous clas.scs, .'xs the 
follaw’ing statemcjit will shoAv;— 
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There does not j'xi.st much affinity or close connection bctw'cc'u these sub- 
jects, and it Avould be therelorc erroiu'ous to attribute the iucn'ase shown in 
ihciu to any siugh* special cause. Perha])s the increase, which was so g(!ncral 
in (diaraclcr, vas an indirect result of the general mental aAA'akcning or agita- 
tion caused by the unusually strong political excitement AAhich has prevaih'd ; 
in the country for nearly Iaa'o y('ai*s. It may also be ohserv('d that the 
literature of Bengal exhibited far higher oxccllcuee last year than it. has at any 
time during tlu* last live or six years. This will appear from the following 
analytical stat(*ment. 

Arts . — The books received on this subject w’ere neither many in number 
nor very varied in description. The higher arts AA cre almost unrepresented, 
with the exception of music and painting. The most interesting work on 
music W'as one by Rajah Surendro Mohun Tagore, entitled “Hindu Music from 
various authors,” consisting of a collection of papers on Hindu music by Euro- 
pean connoisseurs in the art, like Sir William Jones, Captain Willard, Sir W. 
Ouseley, &o. An elementary work on the same subjei*t, explaining Ragas, 
Itaginis, Talas, &c., was also published in Hindi. Works relating to the art 
of painting have only begun to come in within the last year or two, and are 
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therefore very few in number. They all come out of the Calcutta Art Studio, an 
association of artists who are mainly, if not exclusively, students or ex-students 
of tlie Government School of Art. The pictures issued by the Studio generally 
relate' ^to subjects in Hindu religion and mythology, and, although very tar from 
]>ei’feet in execution, are exjrfainly siii)erior to anything of the kind which is 
ordinarily found in this eo\4u1ry. These i>icture8 may be expected to serve 
ijnpoi'tant educational purposes by dcveioj>ing and relining the artistic seme of 
tin* )»eo])le of this country, who look upon the coarse engravings pi^efixed to the 
Hengali almanacs and the hideous pictures of Jngaunath and his sister Suhhadra 
in coloun'd oil, which may he found iu both hut and hall in this country, ns 
masterpicts's of pictorial art. The s('lection of subjects from religion and 
iii^ktholo^’V and the almost <*x«dusive preferenec' given to those subjects appear to 
h(' very judicious, and an* undoubtedly ealled for in the ahsenee of that gi'ncral 
culture, eonjded with a knowledge of the fundamental prineiples of the art of 
painting, whieh is ne(‘d<*d for the study and appreciation of pietnres. For every 
Hindi', ("ven tlu' poorest and the hnvest, being more or less acquainted with the 
mythology of his eoimtry, the mythological pictures which are paintedin the Art 
Studio explain themsches to Iiim, and he is theri'hy enabled, without the help 
of lecture or lecturer, to judge and ascertain for himself in what way those 
pieluri's an .m advanci'aiid an impi vement. It is to be tberefore hoped that the 
geiitleiueii who -work in the Art Studio -rtill continue to draw subjects for their 
])icture<- from Hindu mythology ratlicr than from other sources, and that, when 
they do turn to other sources, ihe\ wilt not traicl beyond tluwi' sjiheres of lite 
in which the ordinary Bengali ordinarily dw'clls, and outside of wdneh are things 
whieli till' ordinary In ugali will not understand exeiqit by special studv. 
The ]>ieture ol the .Icalous little child demanding a piece of red cloth froin 
its mother (formiiig the last in the scrap-hook issued on the 28th Deeemlier 
lS''2k aKIiougti not mythological, is donn'stic enough to explain itself to 
e\ciy Jh'iigali. I’.ul the graiidi'r jiicture of the Chitor ])iiiic(‘sses throwing 
thciiischcs into the lire in the jircscnei* of the \ictorious AJla-ud-din, which 
immediately jucccih's the pictm > of the Jealous chiid, is oiu' w hieh wdll not 
csjihiin itst'll to the C'dinary l’>.‘Mg;ili, ami will llierelore fail to educate his 
crude artistic smisc. A • w' w u'ks ou some of Hu* iist'fiil arts, '•lu'h as agri- 
culture, eookeiy, and c'iligr:iph,\ , wen* reeeiAU'd during the _Aear.

Inachari/awrifa cont.ains a 
inirntiAe ot all the iiitcr-'st iiig incidents in the life of .Tesus Christ and of 
all his aellons as a religious teacher, and an I'vposition of the moral and 
religions pum-iplcs which Avere ])r(>ached by him. The author writes from tlie 
st:uid])omi ofthe New Dispens-ition, and his interpretation of the mission and acts 
of Je.sus Cli-'sl therefore dillcrs from that w'hich is ordinarily given by ChrLstiau 
writers. J’.uf .illhoiigh a\ riling from a non-(’hrisliau standpoint, Halm Trailokya 
jN'itli Sany il s tri'atinent oi hi** siihji'ct is not at all sectarian in its nature, *l)iit is 
thoioiighly loiiiig and enthusiaslic. It is a great and good life vicAved as a 
gveal uiul good ('xiinqih' lor all hniuanity. Ju the same spirit is uLso 
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written Babu Grish Qhandra Sen's Mahapuruahfihariia, Volume 7, wliioh contains 
a memoir of Abi^aham, compiled from some Persian works. The Christian 
Vernacular Education Society published during the year a memoir of Martin 
Luther, entitled Martin Lutharer Jibancharit o Kdri/akaldp, or the *Lifc and 
Actions of Martin Luther. Another biographical work published for educationui 
purposes was a brief memoir of Napoleon Bonai)artft in Hindi. The publica- 
tion of a small pamphlet containing a highly eulogistic account of the carfstsr 
of Babu Surendra Nath Banerji was undoubtedly due to the excitmiumt. 
caused by the contempt case in the Calcutta High Couit. Babu Gopnl 
Chandra Mukharji wrote a memoir of the late Prince Consort, (‘ntitbrJ 
JRaj-jibani, in the hope that the remarkable example of practical benevolence 
and social usefulness presented in the life of a man whose high rank placed it in 
his power to live all his life in arisfoeratie pride and isolation, would be studi(>d 
with advantage by both men and women in this country. The author has, 
however, excluded from his work the political aspect of the Prince’s career. 
A memoir of the late Jiistice Hwaraka Nath Mitra was written in English 
by Babu T)ina))andhu Sanyal. It is not exactly sueli a memoir as one could 
wish to hav(^ of a man who hy sheer force of genius and character made 
himself one bf the first Bengalis of his time. But considering the ditlienlty 
of gcitting jirojier materials for the hiography of a man who hitnsi'lf m«ver 
thought of leaving snch materials heliind liim, as well as the, close; peu’sonal 
friendshif) which snlisistcd ln'tween the biographer and the illustrious suhj<*cl. 
of his memoir, the imiierfections of th(' eomiiilation and the somewhat l?os- 
wellian style in which the narrative is ])r('sent('d may well he exensi'il 
And there will still remain enoui;h to sjioak for the anthm-’s industry a 7 id 
enthusiasm in iiveptiring a piwmaneul, rc'cord of an illustrious and exemjilary 
life. Some progress w'as made in the rcpnhlication of Ahul Fuzl’s Akhnvmumth 
hy the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

Drama . — Betiirali dramas may ho roughly divided into seven classes — 
mythological, historical, social, moral, jiolitieal, general, and pcwsonal. The 
most nunieruus of tlieso classes is the, mythological, as many as 4 1 out of 72 
dramas received Inst y<‘ar liaving belonged to that class. TIicm- mythologbail 
dramas simply relate stories froiu the Puranas, the Rimayau, the Mahahharat, 
&c., in the form of dialogue, are always dev-od of true; dramatic elnmuni'vistics, 
and seldom possess ;iny literary merit. They seem to eoniinand, hoAvcver, a 
large sale among orthodox people in the niofussil, when* the hook-makers and 
hook-s('llers of l>arfal;i have an indefaligahle and ingmiiou.sly coiitriv'cd ageney 
at work to promote the eirenlaliou of hooks. It is that agency wliieh really 
minist(‘rs to the litiTary tast<*s and intclleetual wants of llic lai-ge rural [lopiila- 
tioii of Bengal who have not sullieient knowledge of Ibiglishlo understand or 
apprce.ialc what is written hy English-knowing Beng.alis, and who are at the 
same time too strongly alTceted hy the ne\vly-ereate,d fash* for novelty and the 
new fussy s])irit to lie satistied with llic plain, solier, simjde.and dignith'd narra- 
tives of Krittihas and Kiishidas. A few niv I liological dramas, however, do 
come in (ivery year, which appear to he writtmi hy a hotter setoF men than 
those who write tlic Barlahi dramas. But they only slightly dilfer from tin* 
latter in point of style, eoneept ion, and exeeulion. As works of art the v are 
perhaps as gnsit faiUii'cs as their Bartala eonnterptirts. An ojiera wris. 
liowcver, recH'iv'cd last year cntithxl Kalmrigaifd, or the Fatal Hunt, which was 
composed with much artistic power and skill. It was written by Balm 
Rahindra Niith Tagore. 

Strictly liistorieal dramas there are not in Bengali ; and it is only those 
dramas in which the characdors introdiidcd are either drawn from Rajput his- 
tory, or are royal personages likfc the Chiefs of Native States, and in which 
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accordi'ngly some part of Kshatriya manners or kingly custom has to be pour- 
traycd that arc styled and regarded as liistorical for the purposes of olassifica* 
tion. Of the historical dramas it should be also observed that they seldom or 
never possess any merit; and as they are exceedingly few in number, only four 
having bo(jn, for instatice, received last year, the question of their circulation 
and,th(i edass^bf persons by whom they are read does not seem to possess much 
importance. 

The social and moral dramas might be spoken of together, inasmuch as the 
inenjase baj)pincs8 and the imjwovoment of character are their common 
object. Tin* so(;ial dramas are usually directed against Kulinism, early mar- 
riage, sale of girls in marriage, marriage in old age, &c.; and moral dramas are 
writt(;n cliudly with tlie view of condemning intemperance of all kinds. Neither 
the social nor the moral dramas are, however, powerfully or earnestly written, 
and it ajjpears perfectly clear, in many instances that those Avho write them 
think lightly of the vif!es and (wils whieh it is their object to denounce. While 
their books are therefore perfectly usch'ssas instrumemts of reformation, it may 
be fairly doubted whether they do not (ixert some miscliievoixs influence among 
the ill-educated men of tb(^ lower classes, to whom they arc xisually brought by 
street -hawkers in Calcut ta and by Ilartala book agent s in the mofussil. Among 
the social dramas r('ccivcd last ycjr.’ was the late Jlabu IJinabandhu Mitra’s 
JiimiiibArik, or the Sons-in-law’s Harraek, a work of a far liiglier order tliau social 
dramas ordinarily ar«', and containing a grajdiic and humorously drawn picture 
of the Bongfili ghara-jiandi, or son-in-law living in t.)io liousr^ of and supported 
by Ids fatb<!r-in-law, t'lit rendered excc(*dingly obj('ctiouablo by the us(i of 
grossly obscene expressions. The nork lias reached its fifth edition. It is 
< 5 l(*ar, however, that .15:1 Im Dinabaudliu Mitra’s popularity is fast waning. Of 
bis numerous works, only Nab'ni. 7\fpai>‘irhn seems to hi* in some demand, and 
the Nil(iar]>au may be said to be still alixe only fortlu' use that is made of it 
on the Calcutta stage. Jiveii his cleverest work, Sadhahar Elddani, lias not 
re-appeared for many years. Tiu' total number of social and moral dramas 
receiviKl last yivu* was 1-t. 

General and political dram.is might bn also spoken of together, because 
Bengali authors, having pol '-ical l'>elings or ()])inions to express, generally embody 
them in dramas wliieli, as tn'ating principally of love and other things not 
necessarily coniieeted with jxdities, fall appropriately under the head of 
ffciiei'al, instead of embodying them in dramas treating e.xelusively of polities. 
Wliat is usiidly done to express political ojiinions and sentiments in dramas is 
this. A story with two lo\ers in it is eommeneed. The lovers are in most 
instances members of ri'igning lLin''ii families, or ri'sidentsof a village whieh is 
ow'uoii by a rieli and dissolute zei liudar. After the hero and heroine have 
fallen madly in love with each other either a Musulinan invasion takes place, 
or the zemindar forcibly carries olf the girl. In the first ease the hero is semi 
preparing to go to \v;ir in order to repi'l tlu‘ invader. The heroine, forgetting in 
th(‘ eeastaey of her newly-formed love the dangers Avhieh tlireaten Insr father’s 
t 'tat(“, imploi’cs her lover in the manner of Androinaelio in the Iliad to remain 
at home, letting others go to the. seeene of danger. Tills arouses the hero’s in- 
dignation against the Lavaca invader, and he makes long inflammatory spc(*ches 
denouncing i'avaua, Mh;elichlia, and all. In the second ease the hero begins 
hartuiguiug against, tyranny and arhitary jiovver, and, failing to rescue his be- 
loved, begins t.o denouuee all oppressors of men, prays to God to destroy them, 
and hurls di'tianei; against them. It is in this way that Jlengali authors, whilst 
writing political dramas, endeavour to assume a non-politieal appearance — a 
course whieh they adopt probably from a fear of the legal cousequmices of 
writing political drauia.s in an undisguised form. Political dramas, in a purely 
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political form, are, however, published in this country, though not often’. One 
such drama was received last year, entitled Bhdratmdtd, or Mother India. India 
is represented in it as a venerable old lady wlio is sorrowing for the loss of Jill 
that was once dear to her, and receiving from a female comforter (who seems 
to be an impersonation of the fortune of India) assurances of bettor days under 
the auspices of Lord llipon. The drama was written on the occasion of a rAcet- 
ing of 20,000 persons bold at Dacca on the Subject of local solf-governiueut. 
Babu Cham Chandra Mukharji published a Bengali translation of Sliakspeare’.s 
Tempest und<!r the name Brakriti ; and a reprint of Sir ‘William donca’ English 
version of Sakmdala was also brought out. Some new dramas were published 
in Hindi, in one of which, entitled Lihdratdunidsd, India is des(;ribcd as being 
in a very miserable condition on account of the increase^ of sickness, the growth 
and prevalence of malaria, the rise in the price of food-stutfs, the inulti[)li(;ation 
of taxes, &c. ; and in another, I wo lovers become united to each other by 
propitiating the god Surya or the Sun. 

Fiction. — A masterly work was received last year in this departm(?nt of 
Bengali literature. It was Babu Bankim Chandra CJiatlerji’s Ananda Mathay 
which has alr<!ady run through tw'o (ulitions. The story described in the 
book se(;ms to have been suggested by the account of the Sannyasi disturbance 
given in Dr. Hunter’s Annals of Rural Bengal, and in Warren Hastings’ own 
correspondence imblished by Mr. Ghag. But Babu Bankim Chandra’s Sannyd~ 
sis, though possessing high religious culture', are not Sannaydsis of the ordi- 
nary monclieatit iyjee. Nor are they the mere bandits and rohlx'rs which 
Dr. Hunter’s Sannaydsis wen', hut the brave and robust poojde which W^arren 
Hastings describes them to have heeu. They are ineu of the highest culture, 
who have handed themsc'lvt's against the dosi)otie JMusulman rulers and farmers 
of revemu; in Bengal, and are under a slc'rn vow of self-denial, to the extent of not 
even seeing their wiv('s, untirthey have liberated tlu'iv country from the tyranny 
of tlie llajnh of Nagore. They live in fortists as resolute and cnthusiristie, 
patriots — saintly Hindus who tiglil in the name of the God of tlu'ir forefathers — 
perfect men Avi 111 wise he’ads, loving and trustful In'arts, and long aud sinewy 
arms, Jiike Homer’s heroes they ar<' massive^ men who can eat uj) masses of 
food; but unlike Homer’s heroes they are cultured beyond their age. They 
keep their vow and succeed. They defeat both tin* llajah and tin? Company’s 
sepoys sent to the aid of tlu' llajah. But they do not proceed fui’ther. They 
submit to the English ruh* which was then being established, because they think 
that their countrymen will require English help and guidance in I'fleeting their 
regeneration. The work is undoubtedly Avritten from })atriolic motiA-es, l)ut the 
author’s patriotism is loyal to the cause of (>vder and good government, and is 
not of that ignorant, injudicious, aud reckless tyjx' which leads many Bengali 
authore to ignore or disregard the necessity and Avholesomcuess of the present 
political regime, and the true and permanent ini I'ri'sts of the count ly. As a 
work of art and imagination this is probably one of Bahu*Bankiiu Chandra’s 
very best. A gri'ai idea has been pictuivd out willi remarkahh? imaginative 
jKAwer and artistic skill. Balm llabiiidra Nath Tagore wrote a novel, entitled 
Ban Thdknrdnir Hdt, which, though not very sueec'ssful, w as much better than 
most Bengali novels arc. Babu Damodar Mukharji eommenei'd publishing three 
novels, based respectiA'cly upon Lord Lytton’s Rienzi, Scott’s Bride of Lammer- 
moor, and Wilkie Colltns’ Woman in White. One of them was of the nature 
of a translation and tlu? remaining two were adaptations. Although none' of t he 
three works were finished during the year under report, still enough was pub- 
lished to show that an atternjd to ludianisc great works of art in English cannot 
be very successful, and that the labour invoh'ed in sucli an attempt would be 
productive of better or more useful results if bestowed on work of other kinds. 
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Love stories enter into most Bengali works of fiction. Indeed, Bengali 
authors seem incapable of writing a story which is not a story of love, in the 
same way as they setsm almost incapable of writing poems which arc not love 
poemp. But though fond of writing love stories, they do not, or rather 
cannot, relate genuine Bengali love stoi'ies. Perhaps they think that suffix 
ciently attractive stori(‘s of love cannot grow out of the peculiar circumstances 
of Hindu social and domestic life ; and the opinion is often found expressed 
in Bengali periodicals that the single institution of early marriage prevents 
the growth of any sentiment resembling love in the minds of Bengahs. For 
this reason, as well as on account of the spirit of irreverent recklessness in all 
matters w'hich has seized educated Bengalis, most writers of fiction fill their 
slories wit h inc-idents and occurrences which would bo least likely to take place 
among Bcuigjdis, and make their heroes and heroines act in a manner which is 
plaiidy inconsistent with their system of life. In this way not only are 
works of fiction rendered worthless and uninteresting, hut the social purpose 
wliich is sometimes intend(;d to be imparted to them is complehdy frustrated. 
This may h(^ best illustrated by an example. A work of fiction, entitled 
Kaniald, was written last year by Babu Taraknatli Bisw'as with the view of 
debouncing enforced widowhood ff’d advocating widow marriage. To accom- 
plish this purpose, the author endeavours to arouse synipathy with his heroine, 
a young Bengali widow, and indignation against her neighbours for increasing 
the misery of her situation by means of calumny. But in his passion for the 
romantic and tlie sensational, and in the excess of his sympathy with suffering 
widowhood, the uutlifi fails to see that he has paid little heed to the circum- 
stiiuces of Bengali lib and tlie conditions which Bengali society has imposed 
upon the inlercovirs(' of friends, relalions and lovers, and has himself given a 
handle to his heroine’s neighbours to im 2 )eaeh her character, by allowing 
a young male, friend visit her in a fashion whicli is not Bengali, and which 
Bc'ngjilis must therefore look uj)on as oxc(!edingly improper. Social novels of 
this type explain the styh' of though! of almost all those edmiated Bcmgalis 
who either j)i’ofess to he social ‘‘oriners, or aia; ardtmt in their desire for social 
r<'formation. All of tliem seem to tliink that soci(‘ty is nothing Indore the 
individual ; that society has no ri,.chts hut only obligations, whereas individuals 
have no obligalions hut only rights; and that society, if it liava: any rights, 
ought to vvaivi' them when the rights of th('- individual are iu jeopardy. It is 
this style of thought which has led the author of Kmuald, instead of finding 
fault witli his horoino for receiving visits from a young man iu an improper 
manner, to abuse the entire jiopubtion of her village because they do not 
perform the imiiossihle task of i ifjuiriug and ascertaining what the object of 
those visits was. 

11, has been slated iu reports on the Bengal Library for other years that 
works of fiction iu Bengali are, as rule, much fewer in numlier than dramas, 
and an cxplanatioir of this fact was given in the report for 1882. Nothing 
was found in the dramas and works of fiction received in 1883 whicli could 
raise any doubts about the correctness of that exiilanation. And yet it is a fact 
that in tlie year under rejiort works of fiction were more numerous than 
dramas. The reason is that many works of fiction, not of an original nature, 
but translations, imitations, or adaiitations of bad English books like Reynolds’ 
novels, were commenced last ye.ar. Their publication must he viewed with 
rc'gi’et as indicating the (‘xistence of a vitiaU‘d state of taste and morality 
among at least the lower ranks of the reading community of Bengal. But 
those who write such hooks know that there is. a largo number of persons in the 
country to whom tlu'ir immo»’al stories vrill he very acceptable, and they 
accordingly take to this sort of writing from motives of profit. It is therefore 
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more than probable that writing of this kind will go on increasing. Hen do 
not easily cease to do what brings in money. A. small novel in l^ngali, en- 
titled Ktmtm Kumdri, was published by a native Christian convert, explaining 
a few fundamental doctrines of Christianity and illustrating some principles of 
Christian life. * 

Sktory , — Considerable variety and improvement were observed last, year 
in this branch of literature. Babu Krishna Hari Majumddr commenced writ- 
ing a history of India in several volumes, of which the first three will be 
devoted to an elaborate description of the Hindu period. In describing that 
period the author is not following the strictly critical method necessary in se- 
parating fact from fable. His plan seems to be to present a summary view of 
Hindu history and mythology on the basis of the Puranas and the epics, in- 
cluding a description of the ancient social and domestic polity as an integral 
part of the true history of the country. It cannot be said that this is a histo- 
rical work written upon the correct historical method. But it is clearly a work 
based on a comprehensive plan which will require for its full execution vast 
reading and varied research. And the volume which has been received shows 
that the author is really in earnest, and prepared to undergo all the labour that 
may be required to succeed in the undertaking. The conception of such a 
work, it should be carefully noted, is essentially different from tliat of a merely 
critical paper on a historical subject, or of a piece of composition possessing little • 
beyond an antiquarian interest. It is a conception of the kind which leads to 
the writing of large historical works. The work under notice, as well as the 
attempts which arc frequently made in the Bengali periodicals to write regular 
works on history, are therefore like those rough scrate.hings of the painter 
which precede and l()ad to the production of his final and definite form. 
Works like Kxteh Bihdrer Ilihda, or the History of Cooch Bchar, by Baku 
Bhagahati Charan Chatterji, and Bartamdn Nepdl Bdjyer llibritta, or the 
History of the Modem Kingdom of Nepal, besides possessing the value and 
interest attaching to all tmstAVorthy accounts of such States as Nepal and 
Cooch Behar, arc efforts wliich indicate as clearly as Bahu Krishna Ilari 
Majumdar’s book that the historical spirit is developing in this country and 
assuming more or less definite and comprehensive forms. A deeper and more 
satisfactory indication of this development ( f the historical spirit in Bengal is 
tfiven in a short work on the constitutional history of British India, entitled 
Bhdratbarsher Sdshanpmndli, by Bahu Bamdpada Mukharji, which was re- 
ceived during the year under report. The constitution of the British Indian 
Government, the land revenue, fiscal, comnuircial, monetary, municipal, and 
other systems under English rule arc described and criticiscxl in this work. 
The book is designed for educational purposes. An interesting history of the 
Bhinga Raj family was published in English by its present repre.sentative 
Rajah Udaya Pratap Singha. Historical and geograi)hical works were as usual 
published during the year for educational purposes ip Bengali, English, 
Hindi, and other languages, among which special mention may be made of 
three works on Indian History by Babu Uird lAl Chakiubarti, Babu Nani LAI 
Mukharji, and Babu Rajani Kunta Gupta, respectively, of a brief history of 
Orissa in Uriya by Kumar Baikuntha Nath De, and of a geography of the dis- 
trict of Balasore by Babu Durgd Churn Sahu, B.A. Aryadiger SanksMpta 
Paurdnik Itihds, or a Brief Pauranik History of the Aryas, was another work 
written during the year for educational purposes. Rajput history appears to be 
now a favourite subject of study among Bengalis. A reprint of Tod’s great 
work and two Bengali versions of it are now in course of publication. A 
Bengali translation of Bajtarangini was also commenced last year by Babu 
Lokndth Ghosh. 
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Lcmguage, — Almost all the works which are received under this head are 
school-books or works designed for use in schools, and fall principally under 
three heads — primers, readers, and keys. Pandit Iswara Chandra Bidydsd* 
gai'a’s primers are of course in most general^ use in this country. But piimers 
writteh by other persons are also used. The latter are, however, often pre« 
parcel on wrong principles, the object of their authors being apparently 
to justify their publication by showing that they differ from Bidyjlsdgara*s 
primers. Sometimes, when no change is made in Bidydsagara's alphabet, as 
in the case of one or two primers received last year, a difference is made out 
by printing a j)ortion of the title-page in red ink. To such mischievous 
and ludicrous shifts many Bengalis seem to be reduced by their inability to 
earn a scanty livelihood by other means tlian bookmaking. Among the readers 
])uh]ish(;d last year, Habu Jogendra Nath Bidyahhusan’s Atmotsarga, or 
Self-Bedicjition, deserves notice.. The lessons given in it consist of brief notices 
of men who have devoted their lives to the service of their fellow-men, and 
it is tluu’efore possible that they may prove wholesome rc-ading. But it is 
more probable that their influence on the youthful Bengali mind will be of a 
ralber injurious nature. What young men chiefly require, especially in this 
country, is instruction on the subject of the homely and practicable duties of 
social and dfunestic life. But to p'ao(^ before them exfim 2 )les of palriotism like 
that of William Tell, or of world-wide philanthropy like that of John Howard, 
is to incite them to do wdiat only a few select men can do in the course of 
centuries; and the consecjuence of such teaching in this countiy accordingly is 
that Bengali youths, while utterly unable to perform ordinary domestic duties, 
spend their time in hmd-tongued professions of patriotism and in fussy move- 
ments got up for the purjjose of bettering the condition of whole nations and 
communities. It is also doubtful wlu'thor young cliildren will bci able to 
grasp th(5 class of ideas with which the author de.sires to imbue them. It is 
at any rate clear that a 8ira])ler and more colloquial style ought to have been 
adoi)tcd in the w'ork. Pandit llamgati Nydyaratna’s moral readca*, entitled 
iV«7/pa///, was translated into Hindi last year by Pandit Jayanarayan Misra, 
and another Hindi rrader, coohisting of extracts from the writings of good 
Hindi authors, was also coir.pih'd. A largo nuniher of keys is imhlisluid every 
y(!ar. Most of them, especially the keys to the books which are list'd in the 
low'cr classes of schools, arc jK'vfunc.torily got uj), and contain many errors. 
The keys to the higher text-books used in stdiools and colleges are generally j)re- 
2 >ared with great care, industry, and erudition. Learned treatises on Sanskrit 
gi-aniinav and rhetoric were written and rejiroduccsl by Mr. A, Buroouh. 
Bahu llvisikesh Sastri wrot(' a Prakrba grammar, ('iititled Prdkrila Bydkaranam, 
for the use of the students of Sanscrit dramas in which Prakrit is eopiou.sly 
used. Barai*s Pronouncing, Btymulogixjal, and Pictorial Dictionary of the 
English and Bengali Languages made fair jirogress; and the first volume of an 
IJriya dictionary, entitled Subdnnidhi, by Bahu Chaturbhuj Patnayak, was 
n'ceived during the year. New woiks on grammar, <!omj)osition, and other 
■-.ubjcc-ts of a cognate nature .were imblishcd as usual in Bengali, Hindi, and 
other languages. 

Law. — The most important original publications of the year under this head 
had reference, as might he naturally expected, to the land question in general, 
and to its bearings upon the suhj(!ct of the Bengal Tenancy Bill in particular. 
The most Icarucd treatise was writt<*n by Mr. Justice Field, and published 
under the name of Landholding and the Belation of Landlord and Tenant. The 
Tenancy Bill was discussed in two pamphlets, — the Principles of the Bengal 
Tenancy Bill Legally Examined by Bahu Nafar Chandra Bhatta, a Judical 
officer of standing ami ability, and the Piestoralion of the Ancient Land 



Law by Mr. Henry Bell. The Chief Justice of Bengal published a kinote, 
Hrhich has now become famous, on the New Bent Bill, and a Bengali transla- 
tion of it also appeared during the year. The Te.luqdaH Settlement in Oudk 
was a work published by Babu Rdjkumdr Sarbddikdri with the view of explain, 
ing the fundamental principles of that system almost “ in the very words of 
the great statesmen and administrators who have been the authors of the 
settlement.” It is a useful work ably executed. A now edition of Colekrooke*s 
Mitakehara and Dayahhaga was brought out by Babus Golap Chandra Sarkar 
and Srish Chandra Chaudhun, and a reprint of the Dnyabhaga with *a Bengali 
translation was commenced by Pandit Mathuranath Tarkaratna. Digests and 
collections of judicial rulings, Bengali versions and annotated editions of the 
more important Acts of the Legislature, &(!., were puljlishe«l ns usual durin«' 
the year under review. Altogether the year 1883 was one of greater Icc^al 
activity than many previous years, whilst it is clem- that the increased activity 
was mostly, if not wholly, duo to the important nn^asure of legislation which is 
still pending in the Council of the Governor- General. 

The predominance of homeopathic works on medicane was as 
marked during the year 1883 as it was in many preceding yearn. Many of 
those works were written with the view of enabling laymen to dispense with 
professional assistance in the treatment of several common disevases, particu- 
larly cholera, and one was written for use in a homecopathic school recently 
established in Caleul-ta, Th(i most j)rominent writers of horau'opathic w'orks 
in Bengali are Babus Biharilal Bhaduri, Pratapa Chandra Majumdar, Ibasanta 
Humdr Datta, Satkari De, and others. The iiusreasing importance and popu* 
larity of homeopathy was also shown last year in the publication of two 
treatises writtem on that method in Urdu. Ilonueopathic works, when they 
relate to single diseases, treat, in most instances, of fever and cholera. Dr. 
Salzer published during tlus year a course; of leeture-s on cholera and its 
homa-opathic treatnujiit. Allopathic publications, Avhieh are always low in 
number, an* g(‘ncrally written for use in the medical schools. But one work, 
entitled Jioara llogp Knindin Byabahdr Prandli, or the Method of TJsin" 
Quinine in Fever, by Babu Baikuntha Chandra Mukharji, was not written 
for educational purposes, but for the usi; of the entire native community, 
among whom fever is a very common and also fatal disease, who cannot always 
get doctors to treat them in oas<'s of fever, and Avho often suffer from the effticts 
of quinine administ(*r((d to them in injudicious doses by ignorant and incom- 
petent medical practitioners. The Hindu system of * trwitment seems also 
reviving, and treatises written in accordance with it are every year increasing in 
number. Not only arc classical works on medicine reprinted and translahid 
into Bengali, but books are imblished containing diligently-collected accounts 
of those drugs mIucIi, though not mentioned in systematic works on medicine 
liave been found by exp(*rieiice to be of great efficacy in seveial diseases. The 
Kabiraj seems on the whole to be devoting considerable lalwair and attention to 
the study of his science, and the keen co»nj)etition in which he finds himself 
engaged with the foUowcrs of other .systems of medicine is apparently increas- 
ing his anxiety and stimulating his exertions for the popularisation of what Avas 
Hitherto an almost inaca^essible department of Sanskrit literature. During 
ihe year under re])ort Kabiraj Kailas Chandra Sen brought out one of Chakra'^ 
panidatta*s medical AAorks, entitled Drabyagmagrantha, or Book Describing 
the Properties of Objects, AA'ith a Bengali translation. Kabiraj Basik Lai 
Gupta commenced reprinting with a Bengali translation a very large and 
authoritative work on Hindu medicine by Bhaba Misra, entitled Bhdba Prakdah ; 
and a similar reprint of one of Bagbhat’s most celebrated works, entitled 
Aatangahndaya, was begun by Kabiraj Bijayaratna Sen Gupta. Kabiraj 
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Gang&dtiara Haya’a learned edition of Charak SanhOd made fair proi^ss, and 
an exceedingly lucid translation of Suaruia was commenced last year by the 
late Dr. Ddaya Chand Datta under the auspices of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. An interesting pamphlet on the history and uses of tobacco was 
written by Babu Jogosh Gliandra Ghosh. 

IMiacellmeom. — Some excellent publications were received last year 
under this head. An anonymous work, entitled Jiila Pratdpchdnd, described 
the entire story of the so-called Jdla (apuriouaj Rajah of Burdwan, throwing 
a flood of 'light on the social and administrative history of Bengal fifty years 
back. The account seems compiled with great care and diligence from con- 
temporary records and the most trustworthy tradition. The style of the work 
is pre-eminently the narrative stylo — plain, piquant, concise, and full of 
gentle humour. As a specimen of native research and industry, JMa Bratdp- 
chdnd is a work of great promise, showing that the habits of industry and 
reflection so much needed in the composition of history, are in course of for- 
mation among Bengali scholars. Minatattwa and Ootattuoa by Babu Jnd- 
nendra Kumar Raya Ghaudhuri were works of great practical interest published 
during tlic year, and showed, like Jdla Pratdpchdnd, that the Bengali mind 
is opening to the importance c-! practical questions. The Minatattwa is a 
work on fishes, containing a general description of that class of animals, 
as well as detailed accounts of the fish of this country, of the different metliods 
used for catching fish in the different Bengal districts, of the fish trade 
in Bengal, &c. The Gotattwa describes the degeneration of cows in this 
country, points out lin^v their breed may bo improved, states how they should bo 
fed and housed and t reated in sickness, and so on. Babu Jndnendra Kumar also 
wrote an interesting pamphlet in Bi^ngali, setting forth the causes of “tho 
decline of the zemindar class in Bongjil.*’ Those causes, according to him, 
arc to bo found in the ignorance, want of eaprit de corps and sensual excesses 
of the zeraindai's on the one hand, and unhappy measures of legislation like 
Act X of 1859 and burdensome measures of taxation like the road and public 
works cesses on the other. B.ibu llabindra Natli Tagore’s Bibidkn Praaanga 
was a collection of j>apers in j)rosc, written with great cleverness and in a 
distinctly original vein. Balm llabindra Nath is not always sound, but bis 
shrewdness, his ingenuity, his Avit, his thoughts cast in a mould of playful 
fancy, his occasional flashes of genius, mark him out as a unique and inde- 
pendent figure in Bengali literature, llis style is also as unique as his matter 
and manner. It is a poetical and ligunative style, with an clement of quaint 
humour in it which seems tracejible to a strong and somewhat queer individu- 
ality. Messrs, B, Banerjiand Goripany, an enterprising firm of booksellers in 
Calcutta, published a collection oi papere by Babu Rdjndrayana Basu, a veteran 
writer. The papers relate to subjects of social, literary and educational interest, 
and embody the knowledge and experience of long years of activity as an 
author and educationist. The tone of the author is thoroughly patriotic, and 
the style of his thought on social subjects is that of a moderate liberal. 
A similar collection of papers, but dealing with subjects of a more abstract 
nature, w’as written by Babu Kali Prasanna Ghosh in his peculiarly eloquent 
and energetic style. The' collection is entitled NihhHta Chintd. BabuGobinda 
Mohan Raya Bidyabinod published the first volume of a useful work entitled 
AatddasUdyd. It describes the eighteen main branches of Sanskrit learning, 
as well as all the sub-divisions of each branch. It is .a work of industry and 
erudition, and will, it is expected, bo found to be of value for purposes of 
rcfercncie. A collection of papers on subjects relating to Indian history, 
ancient and modern, was published by Babu Rajani Kanta Gupta, under the 
name of Bhdrata Kdhini. Two Bengali authors wrote from two different 
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standpoints on the position, rights, duties, obligations) &c., of women in this 
country. One of them, Babu Jdmini Nath Chakrabarti, who wrote from the 
orthodox standpoint, advised Bengali women to devote themselves in a loving 
and earnest spirit to the performance of the duties which their present position 
in the family devolves upon them, whilst the other, Babu Dhirendnt Ndth 
Pdl, whose theory of female culture includes a knowledge of hygiene, and 
female diseases, advocates important changes in the position of Bengali women. 
Both the works, it should be noted, are written in the form of letters from 
husbands to wives. Pandit Bdmgati Nydyaratna wrote a very delightful and 
instructive work entitled RdmchaHt, or the Life of Bama. In a pamphlet 
entitled Bmgiya NMya Samdjt by Babu Bipin Bihdri GangopMhydya, the 
Bengali stage in Calcutta was condemned as a highly>demoralising institution, 
which is exercising a ruinous influence on schoolboys. ' One volume of a work 
of the nature of a squib was published anonymously under the name of 
MdharsM Valmiki Biraohita Bamayana. Men, monkeys, and rak$hasa 9 arc 
introduced ; men meaning the mass of the native population of Bengal ; 
monkeys, the Bengal zemindars; and rakshasas, the English rulers of the 
country. The rakshasaa are animated with a strong feeling of their superiority 
to both the monkeys and the ordinary men, and, with a few honourable 
exceptions, arc selfish, tyrannical, unjust, and inhuman. The monkeys profess 
to be well-wishers of their country, but are in reality low self-seekers. With ■ 
the ordinary men great sympathy is evinced. The author seems to be of 
opinion that the domineering spirit of the rakshasaa, or Englishmen in India, 
ought to be crushed, and he looks to young Bengal as the likeliest to do that 
work. Altogether the work is written in a bad spirit, and contains personal 
attacks upon some of the European and native gentlemen who were concerned 
in the Ilbert Bill agitation. There is something like a story in the look, but 
it is the most clumsily-constructed story imaginable. The style is also dull, 
heavy, and involved, and the work, in a literary i)oint of view, is tedious and 
dreary reading. In English, Babu Balardm Mallik brought out a volume of 
Essays on the Mindn 'Family ; and Babu Krishna Chandra Bdya published a 
pamphlet on High Education and the Vresenl Fosition of the Oradttates in 
Arts and Law of the Calcutta University, in which figures are adduced to 
show that native graduates do not, as is commonly stated, prefer Government 
service to independent business, and that there is yet ample room for their 
employment in the service of the State, which means that the supply of high 
education has not been up to this time adequate to the demand which exists, 
or ought to exist, for it. Babti Ramehandra Palit brought out an edition of 
the Sjieeches and Published ItesohUions of Lord Ripon from June 1880 to 
May 1883, and another edition of Ilis Excellency’s speecdies was published 
anonymously in two volumes. 

Philosophy. — Better and more numerous w'orks wore received under this 
head last year than in any previous year. The best jihilosophical w^ork published 
in Bengali was Babu Bireswara Pdnde’s Mdnahutattwa, in which abstruse 
metaphysical questions concerning God and Ilis existence, creation, trans- 
migration, the eternity of the universe, conscience, duty, liberty, and equality 
are discussed with great ability and dialectic skill, and with a zest, energy, and 
earnestness which show that the author really loves the class of subjects dealt 
with by him. Ilis stylo of treatment is i)lain, direct, and categorical. His 
language is simple, clear, and incisive. He has apparently a faculty for the 
study and discussion of philosophical questions. Another philosophical work 
of great merit was published in two volumes by Kumar Eadhdprasdd Bdya 
under the name of Bijndnkalpa-lalikd. The mind of man, in both its intel- 
lectual and moral aspects, comes under review in this work, and an interesting 
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explanation is given of the use and misuse which may be made of the moial 
feelings and the passions, and of the practical purposes which they are calcu- 
lated to serve. The whole work shows study and reflection, and such conver- 
saucy with subjects of a philosophical nature as ensures lucidity of exposition. 
In a work entitled Mdnabaprakritif Uabu Ksbiroda Chandra Kdya ChaudhUri 
brought together facts and theories from the works of Darwin, WaUace, Maine, 
Lubbock, Spencer, and others, with the Tiew of showing that the mind of 
man, in all its aspects, is gradually developed, each development Ixsing a con- 
sequence ,ol' the one or of all those which preceded it. As a collection of facts 
and observations, the Avork possesses value and interest. Some philosophical 
works Avritt,(m in English were also received. Their publication was due to the 
Mi(iOso])bicul movement which seems tol)e spreading in this country. Perhaps 
the abl(!st theoso]>bical treatise received during the year Avas one by Mr. 
Sundaram Iyer. Pandit Jib^nanda Bidydsdgara published a reprint of Puma- 
prajm Darsa.ia, a philosophical work in Sanskrit, in which a sago, Ananda 
Tirtha, who bore the title Purnapriijna, has interpreted the Vedanta in a 
manner such as to support the dualistic theory of the cosmos which forms the 
basis of Baisnabism. 

Poe/ry. — Bengali poetry retains its usual characteristics, and a large 
numlK'j of poetical works were ae<-.ordmgly received last year containing vapid 
effusions of love or Avild declamations alxjut the loss of India’s political 
indo])cndenc(5. Poems containing pei-sonal attacks, as well as poems Avhich 
have tlicir origin in sensational occurrences like the imprisonment of Babu 
Surendra Nath Ban('- ice, also poured in according to their fashion. The 
popular festival of Iho Durga Puja gi^es birth every year to poems in 
which its attractions and amusements are described in the droll and vulgar 
stylo which (jatches the fancy and harmonises with the humour of the holiday. 
Ke(*king mob Avho, in the excitement of the hour, become exc(dlenl. patrons 
of this species of street literature. Such potsms also canuj in as usual. Still 
the year 1883 was distinguished al)ovc its predecessors by the 3’f)ceipt in the 
Libraiy of some really ex(«'lb.it jioems in Bengali. The Ixsst. of them 
was JJasamahdbidyd by Babu Hera Chandra Ban<‘-rji, In that [)oem Sakti 
or Force, in its non-phonomcual form, is represented as being far too mysterious 
to b(* understood by even the mightiest intellect, and the ten forms of Sakti 
called Pammahdbklyd in the Tnntraa, an* descrilKHl as implying, in different 
Avays, cruelly, sternness, and destruction on the one hand, and knowledge, 
benevolence, conservation, and ])rogress on the other. The idea meant to be 
illustrated l)y the poet seems to be that which would be conveyed by the 
phrase religion qf force, which, in lh« opinion of some living Bengali scholars, 
is tin* real religion of the Tantras. The scemes and images by means of wdiich 
the poet has pictured forth the idea of his poem, though of the highest and 
suhlimest kind, arc conceivcxl witli wonderful viAddness and power. Those 
scenes and images arp not of the; earth nor of phenomemil existence, and yet 
they api)ear as real and substantial as anything that exists on the earth ; 
'.o free is the poet’s imagination from the tendency of lower minds to lose sight 
or grasp of form as they move away from the real material world. Indeed, 
of all Bengali poets now living, Babu Hem Chandra Banerji seems to be 
the one Avho combines with high idealism realism of an intense kind. And 
in tliis poAver of iwescnting the ideal in all the truth, vividness, and definiteness 
of form of the reid lies his claim to he regarded as the first living Bengali poet. 
His Paaamahdbidyd, vtdiich is sublimity itself from the beginning to the end, 
is, moreover, one continued strain of SAU'eet and solemn music — a swell of 
sound deep and melodious. Altogether the work under notice is Babu Hem 
Chaudra Bauerji’s chef-d'oeuvre, and the grandest song yet composed in 



Bengali. Babu Babindra tNath Tagore wrote a volume of poems entitled . 
jprdbh&t Sanpit, possessing the usual characteristics of his verse. It was 
stated in the report on the Bengal Library for 1882 that Babu Eabindra Nath’s 
poetry was likely to give rise to a class of imitators. And a clear proof of the 
correotuess of that surmise was found in a volume of poems, entitled Jhankdr, 
by Babu Surondra Krishna Gupta. A new and promising poet, Ba])u Jndncn- 
dra Chandra Ghosh, made his appearance last year with a volume of poems 
bearing the modest title Trinapunja, or Bundle of Grass. A tone of piety and 
moral purity, which is a rare characteristic of current Bengali poetry, .pervades 
most of the pieces written by this author. His sympathies, moreover, arc 
broad, and humility and tenderness appear to be the principal cliaractoristics 
of his thought. Paush Parbana was a poem written in a comic vein, de- 
scribing the well-known and popular cake-festival w^Kich takes place in this 
country in the Bengali month Paush. The style of humorous description 
adopted in the work seems to be an imitation of that of Babu Indranath 
Banorji in his well-known poem entitled Bharat JJddhar. But the author is 
not a mere imitator of style or manner. He has a humorously-disposed mind, 
and his poem, in spite of many faults, is therefore a success as a juect^ of comic 
description. The chief value and interest of such poems, however, consist in 
this, that they form a new and important variety in Bengali literature. Babu 
Jogendra Chandra Basu commeuced republishing an old BengiUi poem called 
Dharmmnangala, a work written in later mediaeval Bengfili, and describing the 
time of one of the Sen kings of Gaur. The author of the poenn was Ghanaram 
Chakrabarti. Babu Eajkrishua Mukharji, Al.A., brought out a Beng'ili nu'trical 
translation of the Meghaduta, which for conciseness, dignity of stylo, and 
fid(jlity to the original, is the best of all the versions of that poem made up to 
this time. 

Politics. — Two books written in English were received under this head. 
One of them, bearing the nom dc plume Britannicus, v\as the outcome of the 
Ilbert Bill agitation. Tlui other entitled Eclecticism, Part I, by the Ileverend 
U. Eislier Corbyn, dealt* with the question of religious neutrality, the local 
.self-gov<!rnment scheme, &c. 

BelUjioti. — The grandest original work on religion receiv(!d last yeav 
wqs the second volume of Bhdratbarsiifa Tlpdsak Satnpraddt/a, or Indian 
lleligious Sects, by Babu Akshaya Kumar Batta. The plan of the Avork is 
similar to that of Professor "Wilson’s Iteligious Sects of the lliudns. But Babu 
Akshaya Kumar has descrih(‘d more sects than the Professor, of w'hosc work 
the presjmt may accordingly ho called an improved edition in Bengali. The 
information given regarding the seeds which are; not doserihod in Professor 
Wilson’s book has been collecteal with great care and industry. But the most 
noteworthy part of the work is the introduction, which is a noble monu- 
ment of the author’s learning, ability, and industry, and Afhie.h marks its 
writer as a man of a remarkably strong and massive* iuteUce-.t. The* history 
of the Hindu religion and religious t hemght is c.xplained in it Avitli spoedal 
reference to the different stages of Hindu religious de!vede)pmont ; and 
several points of great literary, antiquarian, chronologie*.al aiiel other interest, 
as well as the history of llindiusm, are eliscnssenl in the light Avhiedi Sanskrit 
literature in its different branches and periods throws upon them. The 
author seems indeed particularly versed in Sanskrit religious literature ; and 
the historical dissertation on the Hindu religion, which is based upon his 
deep and extensive aequaintance with it, must bo regarded as poss(*ssing great 
authority. Any literature might be proud of such a work, and it.s appear- 
ance in Bengali adds immensely to the power and rospechihility of Bengali 
literature. Pandit Tejas Chandra Bidyananda brought out for the first time 
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, a prin'iiod edition of Halayudha’s Hrahmana-awhatyo,, a compendious ritniJ* 
istic work. Maharajah Rajkrishna Sinha of Susang-Durgapore published 
a revised edition of Pudmd Fuif'ani a work containing a circumstantial account 
of the birth and exploits of Fadmd or Padmdbati, the mother of serpents, who 
is popularly called Manasa. It is stated in the preface that a person of the 
name of Narayana Deb compiled the Padma Puran long ago from several 
mythological works. It was, however, seriously injured in the course of time 
by ignorant and unscrupulous copyists. The Padmd Puran is extremely 
popular jn some of the East Bengal districts, where it is recited on occasions 
of domestic worship. Many of the Upanisads were translated last year under 
the auspices of one of a class of religious societies in Calcutta bearing the 
common name Ilari Saltha. These Hari Sabhas seem to be the order of the 
day in Calcutta, and will probably be found in every considerable village far 
and near. They have been set up for defensive purposes, — tliat is to say, for 
strengthening the orthodox faith in view apparently of Christian and Brahmo 
proselytism, and the increase of pronounced atheism or religious indifferentism 
in the country. It would also seem that Hinduism is taking up an offensive 
attitude. A serial work entitled Stoadharniaprahartaka Ormithdhali, or books 
written with the view of inducir;r Hindus to adhere to their own faith, was 
commenced last year. It is an ('sscntialiy anti-Christian publication, pointing 
out contradictory passages in the Bible. A Bengali periodical called Nirapeksha 
Dharma Tattwa, containing attacks on non> Hindu system of religious belief, 
is also in course of publication. The following were about the most import- 
ant of the works on 1 ! Indu religion and mythology which began to be trans- 
lated last year into Bengali : — 

1. Sankarabijayara. 

2. Jaimini Bharata. 

3. Joghasistha Ramayana. 

4. Adi Puran. 

6. Agni Puran. 

Amongst BrahTno publiefitu)ns that Marvellous Mystery — the Trinity and 
Lectures in India in English by Keshab Chandra Sen, and a Bengali work by 
B ibu Eabakanta Chatierji, entitled Brahmo Bharmer Lukshana O Updsand- 
2)nddhati, and containing a hri(;f cxj)Osition of the characteristics of the Brahmo 
religion, deserve notice. Babu Gi-ish Chandra Sen’s Bengali translation of the 
Koran n.ade ra])id progress. But it must be observed that the translation is 
almost unintelligible. Indeed, \mint*!lligibility is the common feature of nearly 
all the translations that are nt-w made into Bengali from other languages. 
G'his results, except in the case ol a class of publications to be noticed here- 
altcr, from too close an adhereiicc to the grammatical structure and even 
idiom of the original languages. No attempt is mafic to explain in thorouffhly 
good Bengali the moaning and spirit of the original ; and the letter of the 
onginal text is followed cither from a misconception of the true purpose of 
translation, or from the desire to avoid the labour which would be involved in 
altering the arrangement of words and sentences in the original. At any rate 
11*0 work produced is not so much a translation as an exercise in construing, 
and is therefore unintelligible to those who do not understand the original. 
Numerous Christian tracts were received last year. 

Science. — More original works were received under this head last year 
than in 1882. Elementary works on arithmetic and the indigenous system 
of calculation came in as usual. Babu Nrisinha Chandra Mukharji published 
a Bengali translation of the first book of Euclid, with copious notes, problems, 
&c., and an Uriya translation of the same book also appeared during the 
year. Babu Ashutosh Mitra wrote a work on human physiology, entitled 
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iVbra Sanr SidkdM, m the first of a Science Primer Series in Behjiali. It 
is written in a popular stylo. A text book of Indian Botany was written by 
Dr. W. H. Gregg, “specially for Indian students;” and the Eeverend J. B. 
Dumont commenced publishing Synopticol Tables of M-odevn Chemistry, with 
the view of rendering that subject easy and intelligible to those young men 
who may devote themselves to the study of the natural scienees. Four new 
works on hygiene and three on physical geography were written for educa- 
tional purposes. Of the four works on hygiene, two were written by Babu 
Annada Charan Khastgir and Babu Bhuban Mohan Sarkar respectively , 
both men of considerable standing in the medical profession ; and of the three 
works on physical geography, one was written in Uriya by Babu Durgd Charan 
Slidhu, B.A. Dr. Salaer wrote a pamphlet on Odorant Matter with the view of 
showing, on the authority of Professor Jager, that it is odorant matter in the 
protophism wdiich determines organic and structural development, and makes 
organisms grow after the image of their parent organisms ; that odorant dis- 
turbances are the real cause of morbid pbenomena like disease; and that 
odours being proved to be indestructible, theosophists are right in their belief 
that the vital force is an entity per sc wdiich is indestructible. 

Travels and Voyages . — One book written in Bengali and one in English 
were received under this head. The Bengali book was written by Babu (Jrish 
Chandra Basu, M.A., giviug an account of his v(,‘yage to England to read at tin* 
Cirencester Agricultural Colhtgc, and of what he has seen there. 'J'he English 
book, descriptive of a tour from Simla to Lsiboul, was written by Mrs. J. C. 
Murray Aynsley. 

Bi-liugnals, Tri-Ungmls, The books published under this head fall 
principally under t.wo divisions— religious literature and school literature. 
Keys, readci’s, grammars, dictionaries, norks on rhetoric, &c., (!ome under th<f 
head of school literature. Under the head of religion the books most com- 
monly r(‘ceived arc Sanskrit Avorks ndating to Hindu law', religion, and mytho- 
logy, with Boigali translations. The f(/!lowing are the most important of such 
works uoAV iu cour.se of publication : —

Of those works, the re-puhlication of Jamhii Bhdrata, Joghasisfha Bamayana, 
Panohadasi, Saukarahijayam, ami Salsandarhha was commenced List year. 
The Bengali translation Avbieh is given of such books is not always eorrecd,, 
and it is found that the editors often explain tlu^ original texts as they under- 
stand them, instead of simply translating. 'I'be value of the translation wbieb 
iccompanies the original works on Hindu law and religion is accordingly of a 
luestionable kind, whilst it is a matter of regret that not one work of this 
•hiss is found to be edited in a scholarly style. The popularity of the Hindu 
«li<»iou8 literature is increa.sing, the Puranas and epics find eager customers, 
he editors accordingly make haste to complete their supply, and the work 
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of trani^tion and annotation is therefore perfunctorily done. That worlc, it 
may be feared, will not be rightly done until the best educated among Ben- 
galis either undertake it themselves, or take an interest in its right execution. 

Periodical LUerature.—k large number of new periodicals were started 
last year in Bengali. Most of them were of an ephemeral nature, and, if not 
already dead, will soon die. A few, however, among them seem to be of 
stronger calibre, and may be justly expected to last longer. The old periodicals, 
the Banga T>ar»ana, th(! Bdndhaba, and the Bhdrati, were conducted with great 
ability, the* Bharati allowing a decided improvement in its later issues. The 
Nabyahhdrafa was started with the view of making it a first class periodical. 
The subjects which are usually discussed in it are such as would suit only a 
first class journal in Bengali. But their treatment is not quite so successful 
and felicitous as it ought to be in a first class periodical. The Andolana was 
another paper issued last year. Political topics arc more largely admitted 
in it than in any other Bengali periodical. Its management seems marked by 
ability, earnestness, and vigour. In the department of manual. art a new 
periodical was started under the name of Pdkajyrandli, or the art of cooking. 
It gives directions for cooking dishes of various kinds. It is clear, however, 
that a jieric’dical of that class cannot last long. It is not all sorts of cooking 
that will suit the Bcmgali taste, and even among those varieties which may 
find favour with Bengalis, it is only a limited number of dishes that will be 
approved. A small volume of prescriplious for cooking few select dishes is all 
that is required, and a periodical issuing month after month and describing all 
sorts of cooking and i kinds of dishes will therefore soon become convicted 
of uselessness, and cease to ai)pear. A little judgment in estimating the naturt! 
of a thing ajid the j)roliabl<' extent of the jmblio requirement rcgjirding it is all 
that is needed to keep literature wdthin ])roper and tolerable limits. But that 
little judgment is seldom shown by Bengali writers, and that is why a great deal 
more? is now written than is called for by the varied wants of Ihmgali society. 
'JVo new hoinooopathie periodicals w'ore started during the year, increasing the 
number of homoeopathic organ.5 'o five; allopatliy having only one inditt'ereutly- 
conducted organ — the Bhurk, a i)aeca paper. Three papem are devoted to the 
eaase of female improvement in liiis country, of which two — the liatiga Mahild 
and the Hdlikd — were started la.st y(*:ir, and the third, the Bdmdbodhini Patrikd, 
is t h(‘ ablest. Six Bengali ])eriodicals arc engaged in the advocacy of onliuary 
Hinduism and Baisnahism. All of thorn are of recent growth, and two were 
started only last year. Tlieir app('ai’ance and simultaneous publication prove 
the fact of the renewed activity of Hinduism whi(jh has been commented upon 
above under the head of IteUgian. Two or three of these periodicals are also 
decidedly anti-Christian in tone, as js also another periodical which is written 
in English and whose vciy name is The Anti-Christian. Two very useful 
magazines conducted in English by Bengali gentlemen — the Bengal Magazine 
and the Oriental Miscellany — ceased to appear last year, probably from lack of 
pub-lii' support. But the year 1883 saw the first Uriya periodical— tlie Shebaka. 
1 1 is a monthly paper, edited by Babu Biiabagmhi Hass, and containing articles 
of a miscellaneous nature.

I am directed to forward, for the information of Ilis Ejccllency the 
Governor-General in Co«ncil, a copy of a report on the publications registered 
in the North-l^Vstern Provinces and Oudh dui-ing the year 18S3, together 
with a copy of the orders of this Goverament thereon. ,

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your full and careful report 
on the Avorks registered under Act XXY of IcSO? during the year 1883. 

2. Tlic total number of puhlieations which had risen in 1882 to 1,198 
has this year fallen to 900. No e.unse is assigmid for this cessation of literary 
activity, and probably none Is assignable. 

3. There is neither any jnarked inipnn'cmont in the general quality of 
Ihe works, nor do any of them exhibit conspicuous merit. 

4. The classification into educational and non-edueatlonaJ seems some- 
what indefinite. It is difiieult, for instance, to understand that two only of all 
the medical works published should have to he classed under Ihc former head. 

5. Ileligiou eouliiiucs the most popular subject with authors and com- 
pilers; but among the Urdu publications it has largely given way in the year 
under riqiort to subjisds of a more jiractical nature, such as PaAv and Medicine. 
Neither your reporl, nor the stalemonls ajipcnded to it, show the relutiA'O 
actiAuty of the ditl'ercut presses.

I have tli(‘ lionor to submit my annual analysis, AAitli the statements, jis 
required by G. O. No. 3180, Gcneml Department, dated the 3rd October, 
1882, of works registered under Act NXV of 1807 during tin* year 1883. 

2. As required by section 2, the analysis lias been prepared in the form of 
a scries of figured statements for eacdi language and eaidi bi-lingual or tri- 
lingual combination of languages. 

3 . Statement No. 1 volutes to works in the English language. It sIioaa's 
<14 publications, against 50 of the last year, and tlie number of original AV'orks 
exceeds that of the repul ideations. Of these the noticeable works arc — 

No. 1-348 of the second <|uartor, “ Agricultural Banks and Supplemental 
Legislation for Agricultural llclielV* As the subject of the establish- 
ment of agricultural banks and pecuniary advances to tenants is 
receiving the attention of the GoA'^ernment, this pamphlet may be 
of some use as embodying the results of a non -official Englishman’s 
observations on the subject. 

No. 2-349 of the second quarter, “ Local Self-GoA’crnmcnt,” by the same 
author, is a pamphlet of some interest for a similar reason. 

No. 8-721 of the third quarter is a complete and carefully-revised edition, 
with interesting illustrations, of Mr. Giiowse’s excellent translation 
of the immortal Kdmayana of Tulsidtis. “The Panjab Notes and 
Queries ” is a ncAV and interesting periodical after the model of the 
well-known English “ Notes and Queries."

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Ahother new periodical publication is " The Proceedings of the Hedical 
Association”, which is also interesting and useful. 

4. The second statement relates to the Urdu language. It shows 887 
publications, as against 48D of last year. As will appear from the statement, 
Law and Beligion comprise more than one third of the total number of pub- 
lications, and the number of original works published is the highest under the 
heading of “ EeJigion.” The following works are notictoble in this statement : — 
No. 1-811 of the fourth quarter, “ liis41a-i-Nazm dar Pan-i-Gilt” is a 
«aeful work on electro-gilding. 

Nos. 1-296 and 1-43 of the second and third quarters are biographies of 
local celebrities, — vie.. Raja Uigvijaya Singh of Balrdmpur and Yogi 
Sabhapati Swdmi. Among the historical publications, No. 7-798 
of the fourth quarter, “Sultaa-ut-Ta\riirikh,” which is a translation 
of the third volume of Farishta’s work, relates to the Brahmini king- 
dom of the Deccan. 

Under the heading of “ Language ” there are many rcpublications of old 
standard works, which are constantly being republished. The original works 
under this head do not call for any special notice. The w^orks under the head- 
ing of “ Law ” are all translations ol (higlish works in demand among legal prac- 
titioners who do not know English. Under the h(^ad of “ Medicine ” th(;re is a 
useful translation of Dr. T. A. B. Browne’s Physiology, No. 27-109 of the 
Urst quarter, “ Asrar-ul-Azd,” and a second edition of the translation of Zakhira- 
i-Khwarazm Shahi, being a celebrated woi’k on the Greek system of medicine, 
'riie works on other sut-v)ctH do not deserve notice. 

6. The third statement relat<;s to the Hindi language. It shows 201 
publications, against- 265 of last year. Of these the noticeable works are — 

No. 6-790 of th(? fourth ^ quarter, “ Bhuvanamohini Natak,” in Bengali, 
points out the evils of drinking and polygamy. 

No. 3-377 of the second <piartor, “ Dukhini Bala,” shows the evils arising 
from child-marriage and the jirohibition of the marriage of widows. 

No. 6-365 of the same quar er is the well-known story of Raja Uarish 
Chandra, remarkable for his adherence to truth in all trials and mis- 
, fortunes. 

No. 1-615 of the third quarter, containing dramas of Shakespeare, is a 
translation into Hindi “ for the edification of his educated country- 
nn u” l)y Kasliinuth Khatri. 

Nos. 6-367 and 785 of the second and third quarters, “ Durgeshanandini ” 
and “ Biidharaui,” are tnuisJations into Hindi of Bengali love tales. 

No. 7-6S3 of the third quarter <;ontaius the history of the ancient Hindu 
Rajas, translated into Hnidi from Mr. Talboys Wheeler’s English 
work. 

No. 17-647 of the third quarter is a Hindi letter-writer intended to 
facilitate fhe reading of Hindi letters and petitions for the higher 
standard examination in Hindustani. 

No. 9-677 of the same quarter is a small treatise on the dramatic literature 
of the Sanskrit and Hindi languages, with a short account of the 
drama in Europe. 

No. 16-302 of the second quarter, “ Dinajana Chikitsa,” is on medicine 
on the Creek and Hindu systems. 

No. 20-160 of the first quarter, “Burhiya Bakhan Satak,” is written with 
the object of saving girls from the guiles of procuresses. 

No. 26-644 of the third quarter points out “the main and original cause 
of the immorality, deformity, premature death, want of enterprise 
and courage, and the miserable condition of women ” in India. 
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No. 21-910 of the fourth quarter, ** Bharya Hit,” is a translation ‘of the 
, English work by Pye Henry Ohavasse, P.R.O.S., entitled "Advice 
to a wife.” It is worse than useless to native women. 

No. 22-877 of the same quarter " Rina-vichdr,” points out the evils of 
indebtedness. 

No. 4dl)-417 of the second quarter, “Pirasu Bhdga,” contains, according 
to the Yeddnta doctrines, the M'ay of removing desires, passions, 
covetousness, infatuation, and individuality. It also shows the eflicacy 
of charity, mercy, truth, «&c. • 

No. 43-260 of the same quarter is a translation from the Thcosophical 
Society’s instructions regarding the good conduct of women. 

No. 49-248 of the same quarter, “ Map ICaumudi,” is a compilation from 
the English works of Todhuntcr and John Ilunter. Questions and 
^ irulcs are added for the use of students of the normal schools and for 
those who are to be examined in Hindi. 

6. The fourth statement relates to works in the Sanskrit language. It 
shows 39 publications against 28 of the last year. There are tliree works 
noticeable in this statement. Nos. 13-204 and 6-858, of the second and 
fourth quarters, “Siddhdnla taltvavivcka ” and “ Tantravartikara Ndma 
Mimansa Sutriya Sahara Bhashya Tika,” are elementary treatises on astronomy 
and Mimansa respectively, both of these works being edited by the I’andits of 
the Benares Sanskrit College, under the superintendence of 11. T. 11. Griffith, 
Director of Public Insti-uction, North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and G. 
Thibaut, Esq., Ph.D., Principal, Benares College. No. 12-353 of the second 
quarter is on astronomy, containing the conical projections of all circles in the 
plane of the equator, the original point bidog either of tlie poles of the 
equator. It also contains tables to lind the sine of the planet and of the 
ecliptic. 

7. The fifth statement relates to works in Arabic. It shows 36 publica- 
tions against 52 of the last year. In this btatoraent tlnn'c is nothing to notice. 

8. The sixth statement relates to works in Persian. There arc 102 publi- 
cations against 143 of the last year. Of the.se the notic(\'ible works are — 

No. 1-303 of tlio second quarter, " Tiraz-i-l)dnish,” contains narratives 
of the ffdiility of women. 

No. 10-812 of the fourth quarhir, “Makhzan-ul-Adviyama” Tuhfat-ul- 
Muminin,” is a nnulical work of som<! importance;. 

The next 10 statements relate to polyglot works, tlierc being a separate table 
for each bi-lingual and tri-liugual combination. They show 201 publications 
against 158 of last year. Tlie following works arc noticeable in these state- 
ments : — 

No. 15-793 in English and Hindi of the fourth qixarter, “ Ilindi-ki-Tisri- 
Kitab,” is in literature, containing lessons, prose and verse, &c., 
with English and Persian equivalents for the technical terms for use in 
the Mayo College, Ajmir, under the direction of Major William Loch, 
Principal. 

No. 29-598 in the same languages, of the third quarter, “ Urdu Akshar- 
on se Hani,” is on the dcsfects of the Urdu characters. 

No. 1-773. in Sanskrit and Hindi, of the first quarter, is a metrical Hindi 
version, with notes of the Cloud Messenger of Kalidas,by KAja Laksh- 
man Singh, Deputy Collector. 

No. 20-839 in Arabic and Persian, of the fourth quarter, “Ashiat-ul- 
Lam’dtSharh-i-Farsi-i-Miskdt-ul-Masdbib,” is a collection of the most 
authentic traditions, regarding the actions and sayings of Mubam" 
mad, exhibiting the origin of the manners and customs, the civil, 
religious, and mili tary policy of the Musalmuns, translated formerly 
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' into Englidb from the original Arabic by Captain A. N. Matbetrs, and 
translated now into Persian in four volumes by Maulana Sbdh Abdul 
Hakk of Belhi. 

9. Tbe total number of publications in this year is 960 against 1,193 of 
the preceding year. As will appear from the tables, Law, Language, and 
Religion aie tbe three subjects wbieb eoinjirise tbe great majority of publica- 
tions in the vernacular languages. Of those Religion heads the list, and the 
gKsat majority of works und(jr this head aro of a controversial character. Legal 
puhlioatipns occupy th(' sc'cond j)laee, but they all consist of translations of 
r(icont Acts of the XiOgislalivo Couucil, or of the reports of cases decided by the 
various Iligh Courts. 

10. As I have already mentioned, the total number of publications, as 
compared witli tbe nunil)cr for tlie preceding year, shows a very considerable 
falling otr ; nor does tlu're ap])ear to be any dc'cidod improveracut iu quality to 
(;()inporisat(! this roduetion in quantity. In the whole list of new puldications 
there is not one of conspicuous im'rit.

I have the honor to forw^ard the annual rejiort upon the books registered 
during the year 1883 under Act XXV'' of 1807, wbiidi has been submitted by 
the Curator of the Ooverninent Book Depot, who was appointed registering 
oflieer under the Act by Punjah Government Notification No. 1463 of 17th 
June 1807. _ _

I have the honor to submit a report on the pnhlieations registez’ed in the 
Punjah under Act XXV of 1807 during the, calendar year 1883, together with 
tabular statements iu the prescribed form. ’ 

2. The total number of hooks n'gi.stered during the year was 1,786, or 688 
more than w«‘ro registered during the preei'ding year. The copyright of 78 
hooks was registered, as against 56 of the year 1882. 

3. Arranged according to languages, the numbitr of publications stand 
thus : — 
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4. Classified according to the prescribed subjects, the figures are as fol« 
lows : — 
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6. Of the 1,780 publications, 1,424 are books and 362 are periodicals. Of 
the latter 197 are legal, 51 medical, 7 poetical, 29 religious, and 78 miscella- 
neous. 

6. It remains to notice the more important original publications of the 
year under each head. 

— The total number under this head is 5, but none arc of such im- 
portance as to deserve Tiotico. 

Biography . — The same may he said of books under this head, the princi- 
pal being lives of 33aba Nanak from tlie Sikh point of view. 

Drama . — Two dramatical positions in English were registered during 

the year, — one a political skit and the other a burlesque adaptation. 

The dramas in the vernacular are only collections of songs intended to be 
recited by actors on the stage, the most ])opular among them being the Indar 
Sabha by Amanat, which is a republieation, and has been fully noticed in a 
previous report. 

Fiction . — Of the 17 imblications under this head, the following call for 
notice : — 

(ff) Pariksha guru, or the test "f a guide, a well- written novel in Hindi 
on the Euroj)ean model. 

(6) Hiydz-ul-absar, or the garden of sights, being a translation of the third 
and 'fourth volumes of the Bostani-i-KhayiU, wlihdi is a Persian 
work in 7 volumes describing the adventures of au ideal prince 
named Mu’iz-ud-din. 

History . — The only original work worth mentioning is the Guru Singh 
Itihiis, or Histoiy of the Silihs, by Pandit Bhanu Datta, in Punjabi, which has 
been published under the auspice's of the Punjab University. 

The more important ti'ansla tions are — 

(0) Rajgiin-i-Punjab, or Sir Lepel Griffin’s History of the Punjab Rajds, 

translated into Urdu by Khalifa Multa mm ad Hasan, Minister of the 
Patiala State. 

(1) Thrikh-i-Jalsa-i-Qaisari, or translation intp Urdu of Wheel^’s History 

of the Imperial Assemblage, by Lala Piydre Lai, Assistant In- 
spector of Schools. > 



(o) Hind ka Sugam Itihds, or tranalation into Punjabi of Lethbridge’s 
Easy Introduction to the History of India, by Bdbi Hdsara 
Singh, of Amritsar. 

Zanffuaffe.-— Almost all tho books under this head are Primers, Readers, 
Gramimrs, books on parsing, &c., &c., in different languages, and designed for 
educational purposes. ® 

The following deserve notice : — 

(a) Hdshiyat-i-Kan'diya, a commentary upon a work on Arabic Syntax, 

(b) Ta’rifiya, a book of definitions of Arabic terms used in praramar. 

Logic, and Philosophy. ’ 

(c) Hindustdni-XJrdu Lugliat, a comprehensive Urdu Dictionary published 

in monthly parts by Mir Saiyid Ahmad of Delhi. It shows the 
idiomatic use of Urdu words and phrases hfhsr the model of Dr. 
Pallon’s Ilmdustdni-English Dictionary, and when complete will bo 
a useful work of reference. 

Xato.—The original publications under this head include Acts with notes 
and the Punjab Record ; while the repuhlications consist of the reprints of the 
Indian Law Reports of the several Presidencies. The translafion of the Pun- 
jab record is given in the two bi-monthly Urdu law journals~the- Gani-i-Shdi- 
gdn and tho Anwar-ush-Shams. 

Medicine. — Hooks under this head are of three descrij)tions : 

I.— Those after the Hindu system of medicine, called tho Vaidak. 

II —Those after the Greek system as modified by the Arabs and called 
Yiiani. 

III.— Those on the modern European system. 

The most curious of the, second class of publications is the Barabin-i- 
musallam fiibtal-i-daurdn-i-dam, or accepted arguments in refutation of the 
theoiy of th(5 circulation of tho blood. 

Of the third class the most useful are — 

(ffl) Aina-i-araardz-i-Shush wa Qalb— Diseases of the hmss and the heart 
by Assistant Surgeon Bcli R.ara. ' ’ 

(&) Qdardbadin-i-haiwdndt, a manual of veterinary medicine, by Honoraiy 
Surgeon Rahim Khan, Khan Bahadur. 

Miscellaneom. — Books whiidi do not fall under any of the prescribed 
heads, such as geographies, maps, &c., as also those on fortun(‘-t,elliug, interpreta- 
tion of dreams, charms for averting calamities, or for the athvinraent of specific 
objects, which last arc sought for with avidity by the ignorant and the super- 
stitious, have been entered under this head. 

A neat scries of Geographical primers by TVIunshi Uggar Sain has been 
brought out, but it consists wholly of repuhlications. 

Poetry. — As usual, a largo numbtir of the i)octical compositions of this 
Province consists of erotic verses, or verses in gloriti (ration of Hindu or Mu- 
hammadan saints. Tlie educated classes write their poetic elTusions in the 
form of ghazals, while the rustic poet has recourse to h*is primitive models 
the bdra-mdsas and tho siharalis. 

Tho books under this head tliat deserve notice are — 

(а) Saqindma-i-Mirza Bedil, a poetical work on sufiism. 

(б) Guldasta-i-qasdid-i-Pakhr-ul-mulk, a collection of congratulatory verses 

presented to the Nawab of Tonk in Rdjputana, and written with 

great elegance of stylo. 

(c) Nasihatndraa-i-Hiudi, or a book of morci lessons in Urdu verse, by 

Rdi Bahddur Kanhaiya Ldl, Executive Engineer. 

(d) Gul.i-bdgh-i-Iram,by Mir.Tdlib Husain, amoral tale in Urdu verse 

of 744 pages. 
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(«?) Diwdn-i-Auhjuli, in Persian, a collection of poems written after the 
fashion of Ildfiz-i-Slurdzi, by Maulvi Fakhr-ud-din. 

FoUtics . — The only book under this head is a reprint of the Kajniti of 
Ohandkya. It contains lessons on morality, wordly prudence, and the state-craft 
of old days. 

There are 378 publications under this head, pf which 121i are 
original works. They consist, as usual, of missionary tKujts, controversial 
books of the Wahdbis and of the orthodox Muhammadans, editions of the 
Quran and its (diaptcirs printed separately, invocations to Uindu deities, Puranie 
legends, and c^uogies of Muhammadan saints. 

The following arc more specially deserving of mention ; — 

(a) Divine realities in the light of modern science, by Adelpbos. 

{b) Izhdr-i-’Iswi, or refutation, by Jlev. Thdkur Das, of the objections 
advanced by Maulvi Kahmatullali and Doctor Wazir Khun against 
Oliristianiiy. 

(e) Saddbarm Sutram, or English translation of the aphorisms of the phi- 
losophy of true religion, by Biibii, Navina Chandra Xlai. It is a 
Bral 1 mo publication . 

((/) Murti ]>rakdsli, or the light i idolatory, in Sranskrit, by Pandit Kam 
Lill. The author atteinpis to prove the necessity of idol worship 
from the texl.s of the Vedas. 

Thiloaophy (including Mental and Moral Science). — There are only two 
publications entered under this head : 

(</) The ])hilosoj)h^ .nd science of Vjjdduta and Kdja Yoga, edited by 
Bal)U Sirish Chandra Busu, B.A. “The object of this twiatisc,” 
as stated in the introduction, “ is to show tin; methpd by wliicli the 
human soul is sure to gain sid-eess in holding communion with the 
Universal Iiillnitc Spirit, and theivby to be(!omo the very Inlinitc 
Spirit itself.” The ^mblication of books of this sort shows that 
mysticism is gaining ground among a portion of the educated youth 
of India. 

(?») Mirqdt (the ladder) • an elementary treatise on Arabian logic. 

Science, Mafhematlcoi and Mechanicul. — All tho books und(T this head 
are elementary school books on Arithmelic, Algebra, Mensuration, aud Geo- 
metry. 

Science, Natural avd olber. — Tlio books under this bead are, like the 
preceding, merely clemeiitaiy Lreatises, of which tho following may be 
mentioned : — 

(</) Iliyaz-i-Jabangiri, a school l atecbism of natural science. 

(6) Mirat-ut-tali’iyat., Pl)ysical (‘cograpliy, by Devi Sahdi. 

(c) Sabifa-i-Htrat, a book on physical science for beginners, by Munsbi 
Zakaullab. 

The following translations also deserve notice: — 

(«) jSiEubudi-ul-’ulum, or translation of Professor Huxley’s Introductory 
Primer, 

(b) ’Ilm-i-Tab’iydt kd risdla, or translation of Professor Balfour Stewart’s 

Physics Primer. Both of these have been brought out by the 
Educational Depart meait. 

Yoyages aud Travels, — None of the four books under this bead appears 
to possess any real merit. 

7. Tho general tone of the literature of tlus province, as sliown in the 
registered publications of the year, is moral and loyal : while the steady in- 
crease observable in the number registered is sure evidence of a corresponding 
increase in the number of readei's.

dated llnngoon, the 2 Hit Aprd 1881. 

I api dirocletl to submit the quartttrly oatologups ami tabular analyses of 
publications registeretl during the year 1883 under Act XXV of 1807 in the 
Province of British Burma. The catalogue's and tables have been pi'cparcd in 
Jiccordance u’itb tint instructions contained in Ilome Department Resolution 
No. 1-101, dated the 12th Septentber 1882. 

2. 'J’hc total number ol' publications appearing in the catalogues is 234, as 
compared tvilh 201 in the previous year. 

3. Classilied according to languages, they consisted of 14 Europtsan, 197 
Vernacular, and 21 biglot or polyglot works, the corresponding figun;s for 1882 
having bec'n 14,100 and 27 respectively. 

4. V'ith respect to their subject-matter, nf) publications were registered 
during the year under the heads of “Ar(s,” “Fiction,” “Politics,” “ Philosd- 
phy,” or “ Natural Sciences” Only one biographical treatise appeared, the 
Jinotlha pakamni, an inter(!sting acciount in Burmese of the life of Gotama 
Buddha. Among the 59 dramatic Yvorks is a translation of Shakspeare’s Merchant 
of Venice into Karen. None t)f (In; others, Avhich are mostly original Burmese 
oomj)ositions, calls for any special remark The large increase in the number of 
V orks of this (dass is wortliy of note. Of the publications classed under “ History,” 
lliiTo Yverc registered 12 a.s compared with 9 in 1882. Excepting the Maniy- 
adanahdn and the Itajndhirit Ayedawhon, both of which are reprints, these 
consist entirely of olcmentaiy school manuals. Under the head “ Language,” 
17 works appeared, as against 22 in the previous year. These also are 
mainly of an elementary echieational character. The noticeable works appear^ 
ing under this head are An EngUsh-Pali Grammar, a translation of Professor 
llinayeif’s work by an oflicer in the Education Department of this province ; 
The Elements of Pali Grammar, a compilation in Burmese according to the 
European method by another educational officer in the province ; Jud»on*8 



Englith-Bnnmae piotimariff a new and sHgMly enlai^gcd edilionj tiiid 
Anglo^Karen IHeOafK^, by Dr. Wade and Mrs. Binncy, American Baptiai 
missionaries. The three works appearing during the year under the head 
“ Law ” are all reprints. The two treatises on " Medicine ” explain the Kative 
dietary system of cure. Among the 20 publications appearing under the head 
** Misoellanoous,’* the most noticeable are the Thamtmta HHkoo Deepance, 
Bu>6z6n and V6km pakeinnakn, all three being repertories of Burmese 

miscellaneous, religious, and secular lefuning. Under this head also aj)poar8 
The Milinda Panba, a record of a metaphysical or religious discussion between 
a Buddhist divine, Nagasena, and the Orajco-Bactrian King, Menander, a work 
which for some few years past has been under the notice of European scholars. 
Other works included under this w'ide hetid treat of such subjects as onions, 
palmistry, physiognomy, fortune-telling, &c., &c. U nder the head of “ Poetry " 
are included 48 publications, chiefly amatory or religious in diameter, none of 
which deserves any special notice. As compared with the number published 
in the previous year (67), a slight falling off is observable in the px’oduction of 
works of this class. Similarly religious publications, although maintaining as 
usual the highest place in the list, were not quite so numerous as iu 1883. The 
publications themselves consisted chiefly of unimportant Buddhist or Christian 
tracts and manuals. Eight elementary publications, treating for the most part 
of arithmetic or land-measuring, appeared under the head “Matlu'.malieal 
Science.” Of the two works shown under the he^id “Voyages and Travels,” 
both are accounts of journeys by Buddhist pilgrims from Burma to Buddha- 
gaya, the supposed centre of the groat southern island Jamhudipa and tlie 
site of the great bodhi tree under which Gotama attained the liuddliahood. 

6. Of a total of 234 publications, 1G3, or about 70 jkt cent., are original 
works. Scarcely one of them, however, is of any imjxortnucc, the works mention- 
ed by name in this summary being mostly repuhlieations oj* translations. As 
compared with 80 per cent, of the total in 1882, there is a deci'ejise of 10 per 
cent, shown in the production of original worts. Again, 28 works, or about 12 
per cent, of the lotal,, are intended f(,r educational purposes. Ilere also, as 
liompared with the previous year, is shown a decrease of about 3 per cent. 
Original literary effort, edueatiotial or otherwise, appears to have flagged some- 
what during the year under review.
